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Constitution 


PREAMBLE 

As  Baptists,  we  believe  that  the  New  Testament  records  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
individual  Christians  and  churches  in  the  first  century  to  express  their  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  bear  witness  to  His  Lordship;  thereof,  contemporary  New  Testament  churches 
composed  of  individuals  who  have  entered  into  covenant  can  voluntarily  relate 
themselves  to  each  other  through  an  Association  as  one  way  to  express  their  covenant 
relationship  as  the  people  of  God,  and  to  advance  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  do  together  those  things  that  the  churches 
themselves  cannot  do  well  separately. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  11  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

ARTICLE  III  —  COVENANT 

Being  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  enter  into  covenant  as  an  Association 
of  churches,  we  join  ourselves  together  through  this  larger  fellowship; 

To  watch  over  one  another  in  love  and  to  nurture  the  spiritual  welfare  and  fellowship 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association; 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  consideration  of  our  Christian  faith  and  the  evaluation  of 
those  points  of  doctrine  and  policy  which  affect  our  hfe  together; 

To  assist  the  churches  in  planning,  conducting,  evaluating,  and  improving  their 
programs  of  work  designed  to  reach  their  objectives; 

To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  both  within  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  our  Association;  and 

To  facihtate  the  exchange  of  information  and  assistance  between  the  covenanting 
churches,  and  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  and  their  agencies,  and  to 
maintain  interaction  with  community  agencies,  and  other  Christian  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  STATEMENT  OF  FAITH 

The  statement  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  May  9,  1963,  shall  be  accepted  as  setting  forth  the  essential  teachings 
which  we  believe  and  propogate. 

Copies  of  this  statement  shall  be  available  to  any  person,  at  any  time,  in  the 
Associational  Office. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  shall  consist  of  Baptist  churches  which  freely  enter 
into  the  covenant  relationship  with  one  another  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  which 
affirm  a  common  confession  of  faith,  which  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
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governing  the  Association's  life  and  function,  and  which  share  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Association. 

Membership  in  the  Association  may  be  terminated  at  the  initiation  of  the  church  or 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  MEETINGS 

This  Association  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  body  may  designate. 
The  Associational  year  shall  be  from  September  1  to  August  31. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  REPRESENTATION 

Representation  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  by  the  pastor  and  four  other 
messengers  from  each  church  having  up  to  300  resident  members;  thereafter,  one 
additional  messenger  for  every  100  resident  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  (preferably  at  the  time  other  officers  and 
teachers  are  elected  for  the  church  year)  shall  serve  for  the  Associational  year  in  which 
they  are  elected.  One  of  the  elected  messengers  shall  be  designated  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  List  of  Officers:  This  Association  shall  elect  annually  a  Moderator, 
Vice-moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  other  officers  that  are  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  functions  of  this  body. 

All  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  fall  session,  except  the 
organizational  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  spring  session. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Officers: 

Sub-section  A.  Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  and  Steering  committees. 
The  Moderator  shall  assist  the  Associational  Missionary  and  other  officers  in  their 
respective  duties. 

Sub-section  B.  Vice-Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Moderator  to  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

Sub-section  C.  Clerk-Treasurer:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful 
and  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to  have 
the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Clerk  shall  appoint  a  registrar  to  register  visitors  and  messengers  to  sessions  of 
the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  collected 
and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive  committee 
quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  such  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  work  effectively  and  efficiently. 

In  addition  to  the  following  standing  committees,  the  Association  shall  authorize 
such  special  committees  as  it  needs  for  specific  duties  not  assigned  to  a  standing 
committee. 

Section  1.  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the 
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pastors  of  the  churches,  and  one  layman  from  each  church.  This  committee  shall  meet 
midway  between  sessions  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association.  Other  meetings 
may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  moderator  or  at  the  request  of  the  Steering 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Director,  Music  Director,  Library  Pres.,  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  and  two  pastors. 

This  committee  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  committee  and  shall 
meet  as  required  with  the  associational  missionary  to  plan,  promote  and  make 
recommendations  to  said  committee. 

Section  3.  Program  Committee,  composed  of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be 
recommended  by  the  associational  nominating  committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be 
the  moderator,  vice-moderator,  and  associational  missionary. 

This  committee  shall  plan  the  programs  for  the  associational  meetings  in  the  spring 
and  fall. 

Section  4.  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  representing  the 
various  geographical  areas  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  recommend 
persons  for  associational  offices,  the  program  committee,  and  the  nominating 
committee  for  the  next  associational  year. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AUTONOMY 

The  Association  and/or  the  Executive  committee  has  no  power  to  exercise 
ecclesiastical  authority  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  autonomy  of  the  local  churches 
in  the  Association  except  as  each  church  disciplines  itself  to  maintaining  the 
associational  covenant. 

The  Association  shall  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  churches. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  GOVERNMENT 

The  associational  meetings  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  latest  edition  of 
"Robert's  Rules  of  Order."  The  moderator  will  need  to  exercise  patience  with  members 
who  may  not  be  well  versed  in  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be 
so  used  that  the  will  of  the  body  may  be  fully  and  freely  expressed. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  ADOPTION  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Upon  its  final  adoption  by  the  Association,  this  constitution  shall  become 
effective  immediately;  it  shall  supercede  and  rescind  all  previous  actions  or  policies  of 
the  Association  which  may  conflict  with  its  provisions. 

Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  a 
written  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  presented  at  the  first  session  and  voted  on 
and  passed  favorably  at  the  second  session.

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parliamentary  procedure. 


1 .  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  words  of 
God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteousness 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  true  blievers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and  that  the 
joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  of  the 
Presbytery.

Afternoon  Session 

The  Ninety-Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator  Rev.  Dwane  R.  Campbell.  The  session  was  opened  with  the 
singing  of  "There  Shall  Be  Showers  of  Blessings"  directed  by  Luther  Byrd,  Music 
Director  followed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Campbell.

The  Hymn  "At  the  Cross"  was  sung  by  the  congregation. 

Hayden  Moxley,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  following 
officers  for  the  new  year:  Woman's  Missionary  Union  —  Mrs.  Talmadge  Wall,  Church 
Training  —  Rev.  Vance  Edwards,  Music  —  Mrs.  Raymond  Johnson,  Brotherhood  — 
John  N.  Nixon,  TACLO  (Library)  —  Mrs.  Philhp  Sebastian,  Evangelism  —  Rev. 
Glenn  Dobbins,  Sunday  School  and  Vacation  Bible  School  —  Rev.  Talmadge  Wall.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Moxley  and  seconded  that  these  officers  be  accepted.  Motion 
carried. 

During  a  business  session  it  was  voted  that  the  Association  observe  World  Missions 
Week  in  1978.  Mrs.  Gail  Sebastian  was  appointed  to  collect  materials  concerning  the 
Association.  The  motion  was  made  by  Rev.  Campbell  and  seconded  by  John  H. 
Haynes.  Motion  carried.  Also  a  motion  was  made  by  Rev.  Campbell  and  seconded  by 
Rev.  Talmadge  Wall  that  the  Association  purchase  a  new  mimeograph  machine.  After 
a  discussion  the  pastor  of  Ronda  First  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  B.R.  Elledge  ask  that  the 
Association  send  a  letter  to  the  Utilities  Commission  requesting  that  small  churches  not 
have  to  pay  the  business  telephone  rate. 

Remarks  were  made  by  the  host  pastor.  Rev.  George  Hyler,  concerning  the  evening 
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meal.

Evening  Session

TACLO  (LIBRARY) 

I  come  to  you  discouraged  about  the  lack  of  response  from  our  churches  to  better 
prepare  themselves  for  the  library  ministry.  Some  are  well  prepared,  I  know,  but  many 
have  only  begun  to  minister  to  their  people.  We,  as  Christians,  should  have  as  our  goal 
to  know  God  —  his  greatness  and  his  majesty. 

The  great  preacher,  Charles  Spurgeon,  in  one  of  his  sermons  said,  **But  while  the 
subject  (God)  humbles  the  mind,  it  also  expands  it.  He  who  often  thinks  of  God  will 
have  a  larger  mind  than  the  man  who  simply  plods  around  this  narrow  globe.  The  most 
excellent  study  for  expanding  the  soul  is  the  science  of  Christ,  and  Him  crucified,  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  Godhead  in  the  glorious  Trinity.  Nothing  will  so  enlarge  the 
intellect,  nothing  so  magnify  the  whole  soul  of  man,  as  a  devout,  earnest,  continued 
investigation  of  the  great  subject  of  Deity."  If  you  have  a  hbrary  in  your  church,  you 
have  in  your  hands  the  tool  to  help  your  people  better  understand  the  Scriptures. 
Should  this  not  be  sought  after?  If  you  are  a  librarian,  is  this  not  what  God  called  you 
to  do? 

This  year  we  have  devoted  our  quarterly  meetings  to  a  study  of  the  Library 
Development  Plan.  This  is  designed  to  help  church  librarians  prepare  themselves  to 
organize  and  carry  on  the  work  of  the  libraries  in  their  respective  churches.  Several 
librarians  in  our  association  already  have  study  course  credit  for  the  Plan,  but  many  do 
not.  Only  one  person  attended  all  the  required  sessions  in  order  to  receive  credit.  Many 
churches  have  been  contacted  and  help  has  been  offered,  but  the  Associational  Church 
Library  Organization  can  do  nothing  until  the  help  offered  has  been  accepted. 

We  urge  you  this  church  year  to  let  your  needs  be  known .  Let  us  work  with  you  if  you 
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need  help.  It  is  in  these  churches  that  we  would  like  to  hold  our  quarterly  meetings  this 
year.  If  enough  interest  is  found,  we  would  like  to  ask  the  Church  Library  Department 
to  help  by  sending  someone  to  teach  the  Library  Development  Plan  more  thoroughly  to 
those  who  need  it.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  Bicentennial  of  the  American  Revolution  is  here,  and  churches  across  the 
country  are  planning  how  they  will  participate  in  this  great  celebration. 

The  American  Bible  Society  can  help  them.  Forty  years  younger  than  our  country, 
the  ABS  (born  in  1816)  grew  up  with  the  new  nation  and  made  sure  that  its  citizens 
always  had  available  copies  of  God's  Word  to  guide  them.  Pilgrim  to  pioneer,  farmer 
to  factory  worker,  --  the  ABS  was  ready  with  the  Word  for  everyone. 

Today,  the  goal  of  the  ABS  is  the  same  --  the  translation,  publication  and 
distribution  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  language  of  the  people  without  doctrinal  note  or 
comment  and  without  profit. 

Here  are  highlights  of  what  the  ABS  and  its  partners  in  the  Bible  cause  did  in  1975: 
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-A  milestone  in  the  development  of  the  common  language  translation  will  be  reached 

late  in  1976  when  "The  Good  News  Bible",  the  entire  Bible  in  Today's  English 
Version  is  published. 

-Here  are  a  few  ways  the  Bible  Society  is  assisting  the  missionary  activities  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  abroad: 

1.  Hong  Kong  -  In  1975,  churches  throughout  Hong  Kong  launched  a  campaign  to 
place  a  copy  of  Scripture  in  each  home  in  the  city.  The  Bible  Society  of  Hong 
Kong  shared  in  this  effort  by  publishing  500,000  copies  of  Mark  in  Today's 
Chinese  Version.  These  were  distributed  by  members  of  over  400  churches  prior 
to  the  Billy  Graham  Crusade  held  in  November. 

2.  Eastern  Europe  -  In  the  last  decade,  almost  4.5  million  copies  of  Scripture  have 
been  distributed  throughout  the  Eastern  European  countries. 

3.  Vietnam  —  As  a  result  of  the  turmoil  in  Southeast  Asia,  130,000  refugees  fled  to 
the  United  States,  creating  a  new  audience  for  Christian  witness.  In  quick 
response  to  the  requests  of  church  groups  working  in  the  refugee  centers,  the  ABS 
printed  50,000  copies  each  of  two  Scripture  Selections  in  Vietnamese  on  the  theme 
of  hope.  Copies  of  the  New  Testament  in  Today's  English  Version  and  New 
Reader  Scripture  Selections  were  also  distributed  throughout  the  centers  as  aids  in 
teaching  English  to  the  refugees. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  can  help  the  Bible  cause  in  1976  by  striving  for  a 
level  of  support  of  $.03  per  member  per  year.  This  increase  of  just  $.01  over  the  present 
level  of  support  would  provide  a  total  of  $350,000,  helping  significantly  to  take 
advantage  of  today's  opportunities  for  sharing  the  Word,  and  fostering  growth  in  ABS 
programs,  particularly  in  the  Good  News  for  New  Readers  Program. 

We  ask  your  continued  prayers,  that  the  Bible  Society,  in  partnership  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  with  all  willing  Christians  in  the  Elkin  Association, 
may  fulfill  more  effectively  its  task  of  bringing  the  Word  of  God  to  all  those  who  ask 
for  it  and  need  it.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

This  has  been  a  year  of  continual  updating  of  medical  procedures  to  assure  patients 
of  your  Baptist  Hospital  the  highest  possible  quality  care.  "Christian  Stewardship"  has 
been  one  of  the  main  goals  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  this  year  and  a  continuing  effort  is 
being  made  to  help  each  employee  realize  that  he  is  a  part  of  a  team  involved  in  a 
Christian  ministry  of  healing. 

One  of  the  most  significant  recent  development  is  the  department  of  Family 
medicine.  This  department  provides  primary  health  care  for  a  hmited  number  of 
famiUes,  a  kind  of  all-round  ongoing  health  care  normally  provided  by  a  family 
physician.  Other  improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  physical  facilities.  Recently 
renovation  of  the  west  and  south  wings  of  the  hospital  has  been  completed;  also 
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construction  has  begun  on  a  4-level  parking  deck. 

The  Pastoral  Care  Department  continues  to  make  its  contributions.  Pastoral 
counseling  is  provided  for  individuals,  couples  and  families.  In  1975,  some  5,800  hours 
of  counseling  were  provided  through  the  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  at  the  hospital. 

Contributions  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  from  the  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association  for 
the  past  year  --  July,  1975  through  June,  1976    totalled  $2,238.20. 

During  the  year  1975  the  hospital  received  $215,846.70  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  $385,272.39  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

My  sincere  prayer  is  that  the  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association  will  continue  to  give 
the  Baptist  Hospital  their  support  in  the  coming  year.

The  Lord,  in  His  goodness,  has  brought  us  from  one  Home  in  March, 
1951  to  five  Homes  and  an  excellent  Nursing  facility.  Hundreds  have  been  ministered  to 
during  these  years,  and  many  lives  has  been  blessed. 

The  past  year  has  been  special  because  of  the  construction  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  Asheville.  Brother  Ralph  Cannon,  trustee  of  the  Homes  was 
called  to  serve  as  Director  of  Development  and  Denominational  Relations  and  reports 
that  response  to  the  Fund  raising  effort  has  been  very  encouraging  and  that  there  is 
every  indication  that  we  will  reach  the  goal.  We  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  helped  to 
make  this  additional  Home  available  for  our  older  people  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
spots  in  the  world. 

When  completed,  the  Western  N.C.  Home,  in  Asheville,  will  accomodate  50  people, 
and  will  bring  the  total  capacity  of  our  Baptist  Homes  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  to 
280.  We  now  operate  five  other  Homes,  and  a  Nursing  Care  unit  —  Restha'  en,  the 
Hayes  Home,  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  the 
Hamilton  Home  and  the  Yanceyville  Home. 

The  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  make  this  Christian  care  and  concern  for 
our  older  people  possible  through  two  very  vital  sources,  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
the  Special  Offering  each  February.  We  are  grateful  for  these  gifts  and  thank  every 
North  Carolina  Baptist  who  makes  them  possible. 

If  we  are  to  meet  the  overwhelming  needs  of  older  people  in  our  midst,  we  must 
double  and  triple  our  efforts,  both  in  numbers  ministered  to,  and  in  support  of  them. 
We  are  very  excited  about  a  new  venture  -  the  building  of  apartments  on  the  site  of  the 
Hayes  Home  property  in  Winston-Salem.  The  first  of  these  units  will  be  completed  in 
the  fall  of  1977.  Please  contact  Bill  Poole,  Executive  Director,  for  information. 

Great  things  are  in  store  for  us  iti  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  as  we  look  to  the  future, 
and  we  covet  the  earnest  prayer  and  continual  support  of  all  Baptists  as  we  move  ahead 
in  this  ministry.

ANNUITY  AND  RETIREMENT 

Southern  Baptist  churches  depend  on  the  Annuity  Board  to  provide  retirement  and 
insurance  protection  to  pastors  and  others  in  church-related  vocations. 

The  Board  holds  in  trust  retirement  contributions  from  nearly  40,000  persons.  Their 
contributions  will  be  converted  into  annuity  benefits  when  they  retire.  These 
contributions,  taken  together,  are  considered  as  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  Annuity 
Board.  They  now  amount  to  $401,135,261.  While  this  appears  to  be  a  great  deal  of 
money,  this  must  be  divided  among  the  40,000  future  annuitants  and  serve  their 
lifetime,  post -retirement  needs. 

Darold  Morgan,  president  of  the  Board,  described  1975  as  "an  excellent  year  of 
recovery,  growth  and  optimism"  for  the  agency.  Income  from  the  investment  of  funds 
held  in  trust  attained  a  one-year  record  of  $23,149,064.  Benefits  paid  to  retirees, 
widows  and  the  disabled  in  1975  amounted  to  $15,734,003.  During  the  Annuity  Board's 
58  years  of  existence,  it  has  paid  more  than  $141  milhon  in  retirement  and  protection 
benefits. 

A  i3th  Check  issued  in  December,  1975  provided  8,221  annuitants  with  an  extra 
month's  income  to  help  them  combat  the  rapidly  rising  cost  of  living.  The  combined 
amount  of  this  extra  benefit  came  to  $733,585.  It  is  called  the  13th  Check  because  it  is 
over  and  above  the  12  regular  monthly  payments. 

The  Annuity  Board  helps  churches  and  SBC  agencies  get  the  best  coverage  at  the 
most  advantageous  rates  in  life,  health,  and  disability  insurance.  Additional 
information  about  the  Annuity  Board  may  be  obtained  through  the  Development 
Office,  Annuity  Board,  SBC,  511  North  Akard  Building,  Dallas,  Texas  75201. 

In  North  Carolina  2667  staff  members  of  2140  churches  and  associations  are 
participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program,  2421  in  the  Family  Benefit 
Section  (Plan  A),  1069  in  the  Age  Security  Section  (Plan  B),  and  240  in  the  Variable 
Benefit  Section  (Plan  C). 

In  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association,  fifteen  (15)  of  our  churches  have  enrolled  sixteen 
(16)  men  of  God  in  the  Annuity  Program.  All  churches  who  are  not  participating, 
should  be  considering  it.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  (STEWARDSHIP) 

The  faithful  stewardship  of  individual  Christians  and  the  missionary  vision  of  our 
churches,  expressed  through  their  support  of  the  Cooperative  Program  enables 
Southern  Baptists  to  maintain  a  growing  World  Missions  Program.  The  stewardship 
theme  for  this  year  is  "Bold  Believers  in  Giving."  Through  the  Cooperative  Program 
we  demonstrate  our  mission  commitment. 

For  the  Christian,  commitment  to  the  task  that  Jesus  set  forth  involves  a  total  way  of 
life.  This  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Christian  life  style.  One  man  said  that  as  he  turned 
his  life  over  to  the  lordship  of  Christ  and  discovered  the  demands  of  discipleship,  he 
suddenly  realized  that  his  house,  his  possessions,  and  his  occupational  skills  belonged 
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to  Christ  literally,  and  that  they  were  to  be  used  in  trust  to  accomplish  Christ's  mission. 

For  the  church,  commitment  to  the  bold  mission  task  calls  for  a  specific  life  style. 
Churches  are  stewards,  too.  The  church  must  demonstrate  a  commitment  to  the 
mission  task  in  the  use  of  all  possessions  if  it  is  to  be  true  to  the  command  of  Jesus. 
Every  church  is  challenged  to  increase  annually  the  percentage  of  its  income  given 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Churches  should  consider  prayerfully  the  15 
percentage  increase  suggested  by  the  state  convention  for  Cooperative  Program  and  the 
increase  suggested  by  the  association  for  associational  ministries. 

During  1975,  the  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association  gave  $53,547.94  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  During  the  past  associational  year,  our  churches  gave  $5,326.00 
for  associational  missions. 

Last  year,  1 126  churches  (2  in  the  Elkin  Association)  increased  their  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  by  15%  or  more  above  their  1974  gifts,  and  4  associations  in  our 
state  had  100  percent  of  their  churches  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  a  stewardship  chairman  be  elected  in  every  church  in  our  association. 

2.  That  a  stewardship  conference  be  held  in  our  association  for  interested  churches  in 
order  to  make  available  to  them  guidance  materials  for  use  in  their  stewardship 
programs. 

3.  That  every  church  conduct  a  stewardship  emphasis  this  year. 

4.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  something  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
for  world  mission  support,  every  month. 

5 .  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  the  percentage  of  the  total  budget  income 
given  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

6.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  for  the  support  of  associational  missions, 
every  month. 

7.  Have  a  special  prayer  for  some  Cooperative  Program  ministry  during  every  service  in 
each  church  during  the  month  of  October.

Specialized  child  care 

Foster  Homes 

Programs  for  pre-school  children 

Family  education 

Services  for  unwed  mothers 

Social  services  for  individuals  and  famihes 
There  are  twenty-two  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association.  Only  two  churches  do  not 
give  through  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  but  only  five  churches  have  Charity  &  Children 
coming  into  the  church.  The  total  Thanksgiving  offering  from  the  Elkin  Association 
was  $3,399.09  for  1975.

Ministerial  Education  Day  was  held  in  February  with  ministerial  students  from 
Gardner-Webb  preaching  in  12  churches.  This  is  also  being  planned  for  February  6, 
1977. 

Pastors  and  Wives  dinner  was  held  in  February  also  and  a  committee  is  making  plans 
for  another  during  the  coming  associational  year. 

I  attended  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Asheville;  the  Directors  of  Missions 
meeting  and  dinner  in  Asheville;  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  Luncheon  Meeting  at  the 
Hayes  Home;  Baptist  Hospital  Luncheon  Meeting  at  Winston-Salem;  Mission  Advance 
Seminar  Luncheon  at  Statesville;  Sunday  School  Regional  Luncheon  Meeting  at  North 
Wilkesboro;  Directors  of  Missions  Meeting  and  Fellowship  Luncheon  at  Boone;  A 
session  of  the  Stone  Mountain  Association  annual  meeting  at  Stony  Ridge  and  the 
dedication  of  the  Stone  Mountain  Associational  office  at  Baptist  Home  Church. 

I  attended  155  services  in  Elkin  Association  churches;  taught  19  Sunday  School 
lessons;  spoke  in  churches  where  opportunity  was  given;  conducted  services  as 
requested;  provided  films  and  filmstrips  as  requested;  attended  1  pastor  ordination 
service  and  1  deacon  ordination  service;  attended  11  "special  occasion"  meetings  as 
homecomings,  youth  programs,  etc.;  attended  12  fellowship  meals;  11  associational 
committee  and  planning  meetings. 

Promoted  the  causes  of  State  Missions,  Associational  Missions,  Cooperative 
Program,  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging,  Baptist  Hospital,  Baptist  Colleges  and  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

Have  printed  and  mailed  more  than  450  bulletins  a  month-a  total  of  more  than  5500; 
travelled  5361  miles  in  the  work  of  the  association;  sent  pubhcity  and  pictures  to  Elkin 
and  North  Wilkesboro  papers  and  some  to  the  radio  station;  wrote  hundreds  of  letters; 
arranged  and  printed  programs;  arranged  for  speakers  for  various  meetings.  I  could 
continue,  but  this  tells  something  of  how  my  days  are  spent. 

Plans  are  underway  to  provide  the  best  possible  opportunities  for  the  churches  and 
people  of  the  Elkin  Association  during  the  coming  year.  In  October  Dr.  Charles  F. 
Treadway,  Pastoral  Ministries  Consultant  in  the  Church  Administrative  Department  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  will  be  coming  to  conduct  a 
Pastor-Deacon  Conference  to  which  all  pastors,  deacons  and  their  wives  will  be  invited. 

With  the  Cooperative  Program  Representative,  we  hope  to  arrange  for  a  Stewardship 
emphasis;  With  the  Brotherhood  Director  to  plan  for  an  emphasis  in  that  area;  with  the 
Sunday  School  and  Church  Training  Directors  to  plan  for  some  helps  for  teachers  and 
other  church  leaders;  the  WMU  is  well  organized  and  is  making  many  plans  for  the 
coming  year;  Music  and  VPS  and  Evangelism  need  our  prayerful  planning. 

Long  range  plans  include  a  World  Missions  Week,  April  16-23,  1978  and  the  Elkin 
Association's  100th  birthday  in  1979.

EVANGELISM 

All  churches  have  already  received  the  booklet:  GROWTH  EVANGELISM:  An 
Evangelism  Planning  Calendar  for  Pastors  of  Churches  —  1976-77.  It  contains 
suggestions  for  various  evangelism  emphases  for  the  local  church  for  the  coming  new 
year  including  C.A.R.E.  Revivals  for  1977.  The  pastor  and  leaders  of  each  church  are 
encouraged  to  outline  definite  evangelism  plans  with  adults  and  youth  during  1976-77. 

There  was  an  overflow  in  attendance  of  more  than  2,600  pastors  and  lay  persons  at 
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the  30th  Statewide  EvangeHsm  Conference  at  the  Civic  Center  Auditorium,  Asheville  - 
February  2-4,  1976.  The  theme  was  "Freedom  in  Christ."  The  response  from  many 
persons  indicated  that  this  conference  was  one  of  the  best  in  several  years. 

Lay  persons  and  pastors  continue  to  respond  to  the  emphasis  on  lay  witness  training 
through  Lay  EvangeHsm  Schools.  During  the  past  AVi  years,  14,284  youth  and  adults 
have  participated  in  these  schools  from  1,150  churches  and  62  associations.  During  the 
last  evenings  of  the  62  weeks  of  schools  there  have  been  896  professions  of  faith  made 
by  youth  and  adults  in  their  homes. 

About  525  youth  and  adults  attended  the  Youth  Ministry  Week  -  June  14-18  -  at  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  with  the  emphasis  on  youth  evangelism,  vocational 
guidance,  and  recreation.  Fifty-three  different  types  of  decisions  for  Christ  were  made 
by  youth. 

An  estimated  12,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  attended  the  6th  Statewide 
Youth  Evangelism  Night  -  August  13  -  at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Barry  Wood  of 
Lubbock,  Texas  was  the  guest  preacher,  and  Larry  McFadden  of  Gainesville,  Florida 
was  the  guest  soloist.  Follow-up  work  by  pastors  and  adults  is  always  done  with  youth 
who  make  decisions  from  communities  across  our  state. 

Two  summer  youth  evangelism  teams  are  directing  youth  revivals  and  youth  witness 
training  in  eighteen  churches  across  the  state  for  a  one  week  period  in  each  church. 
Already  there  has  been  an  excellent  response  and  youth  are  making  decisions  for  Christ. 

The  division  of  Evangelism  is  continuing  to  cooperate  with  the  Brotherhood 
Department  in  Lay  Renewal  Weekends  and  Ministry  Evangelism  Weekends  --  one  such 
was  recently  held  in  a  church  of  our  association. 

A  new  area  of  work  will  be  Youth  Evangelism  Strategy  with  an  emphasis  on  four 
phases:  Leadership  Family;  Touch  Ministry;  Discipleship  Groups;  and  Joy  Explosion. 
W.O.W.  -  Win  Our  World  -  is  included  in  this  strategy  and  involves  specific  witness 
training  for  youth.  This  strategy  is  not  a  rigid  program,  but  uses  basic  New  Testament 
principles;  hence,  the  strategy  can  be  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  individual  local 
church,  regardless  of  size.  If  you  have  adults  who  are  interested  in  youth,  you  can  work 
with  the  Youth  Evangelism  Strategy. 

Good  reports  have  been  received  on  evangeUsm  clinics  in  associations,  revival 
meetings  and  city-wide  crusades  during  the  past  months. 

The  31st  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  February  7-9,  1977  at  the  War 
Memorial  Auditorium  in  Greensboro.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Baptists  in  North  Carolina  have  been  closely  identified  with  Christian  Higher 
Education  for  142  years.  Wake  Forest  Institute  was  begun  in  1834.  Five  years  later  the 
Institute  became  Wake  Forest  College. 

Today  the  Christian  Higher  Education  system  of  Baptists  embraces  six  other  colleges 
in  addition  to  Wake  Forest:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  HiH,  Meredith 
and  Wingate.  These  schools  have  been  guided  in  their  development  by  the  Council  on 
Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  Council  is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  in  the  Convention,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  educational  cooperatives  in 
America.  ,  ,  j 
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Cooperation  Between  Colleges  and  Churches 

Some  ways  in  which  this  cooperation  finds  tangible  expression  follow 

1 .  North  Carolina  Baptists  continue  to  support  their  colleges  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  the  Baptist  College  Day  Offering  on  Father's  Day. 

2.  The  colleges  continue  to  provide  training  for  most  of  the  pastors  and  other  staff 
persons. 

3.  Pastors  have  helped  the  colleges  in  their  efforts  to  recruit  Baptist  young  people  by 
furnishing  the  names  of  high  school  students. 

4.  The  colleges  pledge  to  North  Carolina  Baptist  youth  that  financial  aid  is  available  to 
assist  them  in  attending  a  Baptist  college.  Grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships  are 
available  for  qualified  students. 

5.  Churches,  pastors'  conferences  and  associations  invite  the  colleges  to  send  students 
and  faculty  to  speak  and  lead  programs. 

6.  Baptist  colleges  are  anxious  to  serve  churches  and  associations  by  sending  speakers 
upon  request. 

The  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  offer  a  wide  range  of  choices  and 
programs  with  a  strong  Christian  emphasis.  Life  on  a  small,  friendly  campus  enables 
the  student  to  receive  personal  attention  from  the  faculty  and  prevents  his  becoming 
lost  in  the  crowd.  Baptist  schools  seek  to  train  for  vocational  excellence,  understanding 
of  and  a  commitment  to  Christian  values,  and  Christian  citizenship.  Baptist  colleges  are 
committed  to  the  guidance  of  Christian  values  in  the  search  for  truth.

Constitution 

PREAMBLE 

As  Baptists,  we  believe  that  the  New  Testament  records  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
individual  Christians  and  churches  in  the  first  century  to  express  their  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  bear  witness  to  His  Lordship;  thereof,  contemporary  New  Testament  churches 
composed  of  individuals  who  have  entered  into  covenant  can  voluntarily  relate 
themselves  to  each  other  through  an  Association  as  one  way  to  express  their  covenant 
relationship  as  the  people  of  God,  and  to  advance  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  do  together  those  things  that  the  churches 
themselves  cannot  do  well  separately. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 


ARTICLE  III  —  COVENANT 

Being  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  enter  into  covenant  as  an  Association 
of  churches,  we  join  ourselves  together  through  this  larger  fellowship; 

To  watch  over  one  another  in  love  and  to  nurture  the  spiritual  welfare  and  fellowship 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association; 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  consideration  of  our  Christian  faith  and  the  evaluation  of 
those  points  of  doctrine  and  policy  which  affect  our  life  together; 

To  assist  the  churches  in  planning,  conducting,  evaluating,  and  improving  their 
programs  of  work  designed  to  reach  their  objectives; 

To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  both  within  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  our  Association;  and 

To  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information  and  assistance  between  the  covenanting 
churches,  and  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  and  their  agencies,  and  to 
maintain  interaction  with  community  agencies,  and  other  Christian  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  STATEMENT  OF  FAITH 

The  statement  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  a-s  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  May  9,  1963,  shall  be  accepted  as  setting  forth  the  essential  teachings 
which  we  believe  and  propogate. 

Copies  of  this  statement  shall  be  available  to  any  person,  at  any  time,  in  the 
Associational  Office. 
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ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 


The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  shall  consist  of  Baptist  churches  which  freely  enter 
into  the  covenant  relationship  with  one  another  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  which 
affirm  a  common  confession  of  faith,  which  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
governing  the  Association's  life  and  function,  and  which  share  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Association. 

Membership  in  the  Association  may  be  terminated  at  the  initiation  of  the  church  or 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  MEETINGS 

This  Association  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  body  may  designate. 
The  Associational  year  shall  be  from  September  1  to  August  31. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  REPRESENTATION 

Representation  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  by  the  pastor  and  four  other 
messengers  from  each  church  having  up  to  300  resident  members;  thereafter,  one 
additional  messenger  for  every  100  resident  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  (preferably  at  the  time  other  officers  and 
teachers  are  elected  for  the  church  year)  shall  serve  for  the  Associational  year  in  which 
they  are  elected.  One  of  the  elected  messengers  shall  be  designated  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  List  of  Officers:  This  Association  shall  elect  annually  a  Moderator, 
Vice-moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  other  officers  that  are  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  functions  of  this  body. 

All  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  fall  session,  except  the 
organizational  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  spring  session. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Officers: 

Sub-section  A.  Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  and  Steering  committees. 
The  Moderator  shall  assist  the  Associational  Missionary  and  other  officers  in  their 
respective  duties. 

Sub-section  B.  Vice-Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Moderator  to  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

Sub-section  C.  Clerk-Treasurer:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful 
and  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to  have 
the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Clerk  shall  appoint  a  registrar  to  register  visitors  and  messengers  to  sessions  of 
the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  collected 
and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive  committee 
quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 
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ARTICLE  IX  —  COMMITTEES 


The  Association  shall  have  such  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  work  effectively  and  efficiently. 

In  addition  to  the  following  standing  committees,  the  Association  shall  authorize 
such  special  committees  as  it  needs  for  specific  duties  not  assigned  to  a  standing 
committee. 

Section  1.  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the 
pastors  of  the  churches,  and  one  layman  from  each  church.  This  committee  shall  meet 
midway  between  sessions  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association.  Other  meetings 
may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  moderator  or  at  the  request  of  the  Steering 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  W.  M,  U.  Director,  Music  Director,  Library  Pres.,  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  and  two  pastors. 

This  committee  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  committee  and  shall 
meet  as  required  with  the  associational  missionary  to  plan,  promote  and  make 
recommendations  to  said  committee. 

Section  3.  Program  Committee,  composed  of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be 
recommended  by  the  associational  nominating  committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be 
the  moderator,  vice-moderator,  and  associational  missionary. 

This  committee  shall  plan  the  programs  for  the  associational  meetings  in  the  spring 
and  fall. 

Section  4.  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  representing  the 
various  geographical  areas  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  recommend 
persons  for  associational  offices,  the  program  committee,  and  the  nominating 
committee  for  the  next  associational  year. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AUTONOMY 

The  Association  and/or  the  Executive  committee  has  no  power  to  exercise 
ecclesiastical  authority  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  autonomy  of  the  local  churches 
in  the  Association  except  as  each  church  disciplines  itself  to  maintaining  the 
associational  covenant. 

The  Association  shall  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  churches. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  GOVERNMENT 

The  associational  meetings  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  latest  edition  of 
"Robert's  Rules  of  Order."  The  moderator  will  need  to  exercise  patience  with  members 
who  may  not  be  well  versed  in  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be 
so  used  that  the  will  of  the  body  may  be  fully  and  freely  expressed. 


ARTICLE  XII  —  ADOPTION  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Upon  its  final  adoption  by  the  Association,  this  constitution  shall  become 
effective  immediately;  it  shall  supercede  and  rescind  all  previous  actions  or  policies  of 
the  Association  which  may  conflict  with  its  provisions. 

Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  a 
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written  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  presented  at  the  first  session  and  voted  on 
and  passed  favorably  at  the  second  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional  period  and 
closed  with  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parliamentary  procedure. 


1 .  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  words  of 
God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteousness 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  true  blievers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and  that  the 
joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  of  the 
Presbytery.

ASSOCIATIONAL  CHURCH  MEDIA  CENTER  ORGANIZATION 

"Reading  maketh  a  full  man."  This  refers  not  only  to  the  secular  world,  but  to  the 
spiritual  as  well.  Our  spiritual  growth  depends  on  our  reading  God's  Word  and  relying 
on  the  Holy  Spirit's  teaching  us  the  things  of  God.  At  the  same  time,  God  has  given 
special  talents  to  certain  people  who  bring  God's  truths  to  us  through  their  insights  and 
experiences.  The  Holy  Spirit  uses  these  works  too,  to  give  us  greater  understanding  of 
His  Word  and  His  ways.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  library  to  put  these 
materials  before  the  people. 

During  the  past  year,  I  asked  that  churches  who  needed  to  strengthen  their  libraries 
and  wanted  help  in  doing  so  to  contact  me.  Such  interest  was  expressed  by  Oak  Grove 
and  much  has  been  done  to  revitalize  the  library  there.  More  needs  exist  in  the  libraries 
of  our  association  and  librarians  need  only  to  ask  for  help. 

One  meeting  was  held  this  year  in  which  new  books  were  shared  and  Mrs.  Walter 
Flynn  gave  a  report  on  the  Church  Library  Conference  held  in  Greensboro. 

It  was  also  brought  to  our  attention  that  all  media  center  directors  were  not  receiving 
Baptist  Book  Store  Catalogs  and  other  pertinent  information  on  a  regular  basis.  The 
names  and  addresses  of  the  librarians  in  our  association  have  been  sent  to  the  Church 
Library  Department  in  Nashville  and  all  should  now  receive  the  information  needed. 

Much  of  the  planning  for  the  new  year  must  depend  on  the  response  of  the  various 
church  libraries.  We  do  plan  to  have  quarterly  meetings  this  year,  to  be  held  on  the 
second  Friday  night  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter.  In  our  October  meeting  we  plan 
to  discuss  the  needs  of  the  libraries  and  what  it  takes  to  make  a  library  successful.  I 
hope  that  representatives  from  several  of  our  churches  will  consent  to  take  part  on  the 
program.  At  one  of  our  meetings  we  hope  to  have  new  books  and  materials  from  the 
Baptist  Book  Store. 

Mrs.  McRae  has  given  us  several  ideas  to  consider  in  expanding  our  association  work 
and  I  am  sure  will  give  us  the  benefit  of  her  vast  experience  in  the  field  of  library 
science.  If  the  response  to  our  questionnaire  is  good,  this  may  be  the  year  for  beginning 
an  associational  library.  Another  idea  Mrs.  McRae  offered  is  to  have  reviews  of  out- 
standing religious  books  given  on  the  radio.  This  would  create  much  interest  in  reading 
and  at  the  same  time  let  our  people  know  of  the  literature  available  to  us.  I  hope  this 
idea  can  be  carried  out  by  using  people  from  all  our  churches  to  review  these  books. 

We  look  forward  to  a  good  year  —  a  year  of  progress,  a  year  of  good  reading  for  you 
and  most  important,  a  year  of  service  for  our  Master.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  beautiful  stained  glass  window  in  the  front  of  Davis  Chapel  at  Baptist  Hospital 
has  three  large  panels,  each  depicting  an  aspect  of  Christ's  ministry:  healing,  teaching, 
and  preaching.  The  window  services  as  a  reminder  to  the  staff  that  Baptist  Hospital  has 
also  been  commissioned  to  this  three-fold  task. 

The  hospital's  primary  task,  obviously,  is  healing  and  it  attempts  to  obtain  and  use 
the  best  personnel  and  equipment  available  for  the  healing  task.  The  medical  staff 
consists  of  competent,  dedicated  men  and  women  in  all  the  various  specialties  of 
medicine.  Persons  with  rare  and  complicated  medical  problems  are  referred  to  Baptist 
Hospital  by  their  family  physicians  for  treatment.  Last  year  158,863  visits  were  made  in 
the  hospital's  Outpatient  Department  and  the  Bowman  Gray  Department  of  Clinics. 
There  were  22,365  admissions  to  the  hospital  for  a  total  of  193,942  patient  days.  These 
patients  came  from  90  counties  in  North  Carolina,  from  29  other  states  and  from  3 
foreign  countries. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  also  involved  in  teaching.  In  cooperation  with  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  University,  it  helped  to  train  1,188  students  last 
year  for  careers  in  medicine  and  allied  health  fields.  In  addition,  there  were  87 
graduate  students  in  the  basic  sciences.  The  hospital  also  provided  clinical  facilities  for 
483  student  nurses  from  3  nearby  schools  of  nursing  and  for  120  students  in  other  allied 
schools.  The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  last  year  enrolled  a  total  of  75  students  in  various 
levels  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education. 

The  hospital  also  has  a  preaching  ministry.  There  is  preaching  in  the  formal  sense  at 
least  four  times  a  week  in  the  worship  services  held  in  Davis  Chapel.  In  a  less  formal 
sense,  the  Christian  Gospel  is  proclaimed  daily  by  staff,  students,  patients  and  others 
who  witness  to  their  faith  in  word  and  deed. 

In  all  of  these  ministries,  Baptist  Hospital  is  mindful  of  its  Christian  heritage  and  its 
strong  tie  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  This  tie  is  maintained  and  strengthened 
through  the  services  of  capable,  dedicated  trustees  who  are  elected  by  and  are 
responsible  to  the  Convention.  The  tie  is  also  strengthened  through  the  financial 
support  from  the  churches;  last  year  $294,324  was  received  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  $405,947  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

Mother's  Day  gifts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1977,  were  $411,225.56 
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compared  to  a  total  of  $405,946.52  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.

HOME  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  past  year  in  your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been  the  most 
exciting  in  the  twenty-six  years  that  the  Homes  have  been  ministering  to  our  aging 
members! 

Of  great  interest  was  the  ground-breaking  service  for  the  new  Western  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  on  the  Pearson  Estate  on  Richmond  Hill,  in  Northwest  Ashe- 
ville,  last  October,  when  more  than  a  thousand  people  from  our  Western  North 
Carolina  Baptist  churches,  as  well  as  many  others  throughout  the  State,  were  present.  It 
was  a  thrilling  moment  indeed  when  many  helped  to  move  the  first  dirt  at  the  site, 
heralding  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  your  sixth  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging. 
Construction  is  now  underway  for  the  lovely  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home,  which  will 
initially  accomodate  50  people. 

Another  exciting  venture  is  the  construction  of  four  duplex  apartments  at  the  site  of 
the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem.  These  apartments  will  care  for  16  additional 
persons  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  very  soon.  66  more  people  will  be  served  in  our 
Baptist  family  in  the  next  two  years. 

Gifts  from  our  Baptist  people  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the 
third  Sunday  of  February  offering  supply  35%  of  the  total  budget  of  the  Homes  and 
are  used  continually-to  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  who  cannot 
pay  their  cost  of  care.  They  are  love  gifts  indeed  for  those  whose  needs  could  not  be  met 
without  them.  This  is  great,  and  we  are  grateful  especially  since  four  out  of  every  five 
persons  who  live  in  our  Homes  depend  upon  these  love  gifts  for  their  care! 

The  needs  of  older  persons  in  our  society  today  are  great  and  are  overwhelming. 
Plans  are  in  the  making  for  an  accelerated  ministry  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes  that  will  touch  an  ever  increasing  number  of  persons.  These  plans  will  call  for  a 
greater  concern  and  commitment  on  our  part  than  ever  before.  The  future  of  our 
Homes  is  as  bright  as  the  promises  of  God,  and,  in  that  future,  the  Lord,  and  these 
older  people  in  our  midst,  will  be  looking  to  you  to  share  in  meeting  the  needs  as  we 
reach  out  and  serve  more  of  these  dear  ones  who  desperately  need  help.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Baptist  of  North  Carolina  provide  a  ministry  of  love  and  care  to  children,  young 
people  and  their  families.  The  program  is  more  than  rooms  and  meals  and  activities  and 
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recreation.  It's  more  than  buildings  and  grounds.  The  care  of  children  is 
missions... reaching  out  with  a  helping  hand;  it  is  evangelism... sharing  the  joy  of  life  in 
Christ;  it  is  love  and  affection... the  giving  of  hugs  and  kisses  and  friendship;  it  is 
education... teaching  an  appreciation  for  the  finer  things  in  life;  it  is 
restoration... enabling  families  to  function  again. 

Campuses  at  Mills  Home,  Thomasville;  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston;  Odum  Home, 
Pembroke;  and  Broyhill  Home,  Waynesville-Clyde  continue  to  serve  as  centers  of 
service  and  operation  in  their  respective  areas  of  the  state. 

Foster  Home  Care,  a  state  wide  program  of  the  Homes,  is  vital  to  a  number  of 
children  needing  special  help.  Additional  foster  homes  are  needed  throughout  the  state. 
We  welcome  opportunities  to  talk  with  prospective  foster  parents  about  this  area  of 
service. 

Emergency  Shelters  at  Forest  City,  Charlotte,  Burlington  and  Henderson  are  meeting 
a  critical  need.  They  provide  a  ready  resource  for  children  who  need  help  immediately. 
During  a  period  of  one  to  ninety  days  responsible  planning  is  made  for  the  child's 
future. 

The  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  opened  in  1970,  has  proved  to  be  a  much-needed 
and  well-received  service.  More  than  three  hundred  girls  have  been  served  from 
throughout  North  Carolina  and  beyond.  It  is  recognized  for  its  quahty  of  care  and 
Christian  concern. 

Social  Work  and  Family  Resource  Centers  enable  us  to  work  with  families  in 
providing  services  to  children,  family  rehabilitation,  family  education  and  preventive 
services.  These  Centers  are  located  at  Waynesville,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Thomasville, 
Burlington,  Raleigh,  Kinston,  Fayetteville,  and  Pembroke. 

The  Child  Development  Center  on  the  Mills  Home  Campus  at  Thomasville  provides 
a  demonstration  program  for  churches  who  are  interested  in  establishing  services  for 
pre-school  age  children  in  nursery  school  education,  day  care  and  kindergarten.  We 
welcome  opportunities  to  assist  churches  any  place  in  the  State  who  want  to  develop 
this  type  program. 

Members  of  our  staff  are  anxious  to  have  you  and  members  of  your  churches  visit  on 
any  of  our  campuses.  To  see,  observe  and  to  feel  in  person  what  it  is  like  to  live  in  a 
children's  home  is  to  appreciate  our  child  care  ministry.  Thank  you  for  your 
dependable  support  in  numerous  ways.  It  shall  be  a  purpose  to  keep  this  a  dynamic 
ministry  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  whom  we  serve.

Each  church  in  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  is  represented  on  the  Executive 
Committee,  which  is  composed  of  all  associational  officers,  all  pastors,  and  one 
representative  from  each  of  our  churches.

Additional  information  on  this  theme  will  be  shared  with 
pastors  and  church  leaders. 

"Bold  in  Creative  Witness"  was  the  theme  of  the  31st  Statewide  Evangelism  Con- 
ference at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium,  Greensboro,  during  February  7-9,  1977. 
About  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  were  present  to  hear  the  challenging  messages  of 
the  evangelistic  speakers. 

Over  500  youth  and  adults  came  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  for  the 
Youth  Ministry  Week  -  June  13-17,  and  many  different  types  of  decisions  for  Christ 
were  made  public  by  youth.  The  emphases  was  on  youth  evangelism,  vocational 
guidance,  and  recreation. 

About  12,000  youth,  pastors,  and  adult  leaders  planned  to  attend  the  7th  Statewide 
Youth  Evangelism  Night  —  August  19  —  at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Jim  Wilson  and 
Larry  McFadden  of  Orlando,  Florida  were  the  guest  preacher  and  soloist.  All  youth 
who  make  decisions  for  Christ  are  contacted  by  pastors  and  adults  with  regard  to 
specific  follow-up  counseling. 

Thirty-six  churches  across  the  state  are  having  one  week  youth  revivals  and  youth 
witness  training  under  the  direction  of  four  Summer  Youth  Evangelism  Teams.  Let  us 
rejoice  in  all  the  decisions  for  Christ  made  by  youth. 

Excellent  reports  have  been  received  on  Lay  Renewal  Weekends  and  Ministry 
Evangelism  Weekends  in  various  churches.  The  Division  of  Evangelism  cooperates  with 
the  Brotherhood  Department  in  this  phase  of  work. 

Associations  and  churches  are  now  involved  in  the  Youth  EvangeUsm  Strategy  which 
includes  these  four  areas:  Leadership  Family;  Touch  Ministry;  Discipleship  Groups; 
and  Joy  Exposion.  W.O.W.  —  Win  Our  World  —  has  to  do  with  specific  witness 
training  for  youth  in  the  local  churches. 

65  associations  have  participated  in  one  week  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  in  recent  years 
with  over  14,400  youth  and  adults  receiving  lay  witness  training  from  1,175  churches. 
More  lay  persons  need  to  become  involved  in  consistent  witnessing  to  unsaved 
individuals. 

Several  thousand  persons  have  attended  evangelism  clinics  and  conferences  held  in 
associations  across  the  state.  Good  reports  on  revival  meetings  and  city-wide  crusades 
have  been  received. 

The  32nd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  War  Memorial 
Auditorium,  Greensboro,  on  February  6-7,  1978.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

In  the  fall  of  our  Bicentennial  year,  the  A.  B.  S.  completed  and  published  the  "Good 
News  Bible"  into  today's  English  Version. 

The  purpose  of  the  A.  B.  S.  has  remained  unchanged  throughout  the  years.  The 
translation,  publication  and  distribution  of  scriptures  are  without  doctrinal  note  or 
comment  and  without  profit. 

Since  1816  the  A.  B.  S.  has  been  making  God's  Word  available  to  spiritually  hungry 
people  everywhere.  At  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  translated  into  more  than 
1,600  languages  as  of  December  31,  1976. 
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Here  are  a  few  highlights  of  what  the  American  Bible  Society  and  its  partners  did  in 
1976  to  meet  the  challenge.  Three  years  ago,  Good  News  For  New  Readers  was 
launched  in  Addis  Ababa,  Ethiopia.  The  goal  was  to  provide  portions  on  graded  levels 
for  new  readers  in  100  languages,  by  the  end  of  1976  work  had  been  undertaken  in  286 
languages. 

(1)  Translation  and  Publication  Update  1976  —  At  present  the  Bible  Society  are  given 
help  directly  and  indirectly  in  560  languages.  52  of  these  projects  in  Europe,  the  three 
major  projects  completed  were  the  (1)  "Good  News  Bible"  into  today's  English 
version.  (2)  The  "Common  Language  New  Testament"  in  today's  Chinese  version. 

(2)  American  Bible  Society  Activities  U.  S.  A.  —  In  the  United  States  during  1976 
Scripture  distribution  reached  a  total  of  114,769,046  copies,  an  increase  of  5,229,265 
over  1975. 

(3)  Bible  Society  Activities  Abroad  —  The  American  Bible  Society  contributed 
$5,649,892  to  the  United  Bible  Societies  world  service  budget  in  1976. 

(4)  Brazil  —  The  Good  News  Gor  New  Readers"  Scripture  Literacy  Selection  are 
widely  used  by  Morbal,  Brazil's  literacy  organization,  they  are  available  in  two 
languages,  Kaengang  and  Portugese.  Translation  into  Makucki,  Nimam,  and  Sonuma 
is  underway. 

(5)  Indonesia  —  Two  training  seminars  were  held  for  the  new  reader  program  in 
centeral  and  Eastern  Java.  700  teachers  attended.  The  seminar  representing  Catholic, 
Protestant,  and  government  schools  —  100,000  children  were  involved  in  these 
programs. 

(6)  Eastern  European  Undate  —  At  present  there  are  12  translation  projects 
underway  in  Eastern  European  countries.  Recently  German  speaking  Baptist  received 
3,000  German  language  Bibles  from  the  United  Bible  Societies. 

(7)  Europe  —  The  European  Baptist  Federation  has  proclaimed  1977  as  the  "year  of 
the  Bible"  for  Baptist  Churches  in  Europe  by  asking  its  members  to  emphasize  Bible 
reading  in  their  churches  throughout  the  year. 

The  Southern  Baptist  convention  can  help  the  Bible  cause  in  1977  by  striving  for  a 
level  of  support  of  $.05  per  member  per  year.  This  amount  per  member  is  needed  in 
order  to  help  make  certain  the  Bible  Society  will  have  the  scriptures  needed  for  its 
ministries  around  the  world.  If  the  9,300,000  resident  members  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
convention  were  to  raise  their  level  of  annual  support  to  $.05  per  member,  total  giving 
would  reach  $468,100  per  year. 

We  ask  your  continued  prayers,  that  the  Bible  Society  in  partnership  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  convention  and  with  all  willing  Christians  in  the  Elkin  Association, 
may  fulfill  more  effectively  its  task  of  bringing  the  word  of  God  to  all  those  who  ask  for 
it  and  need  it.

During  a  brief  business  session.  Rev.  Glenn  Byrd,  pastor  of  Pleasant  Ridge  Church, 
made  a  motion  that  the  1977  Associational  Minutes  be  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Winfrey 
Luffman,  as  a  gesture  of  love  and  appreciation  for  the  work  she  has  done  as  Director  of 
Missions.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  accepted  by  unanimous  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Robert  Edwards  and  seconded  that  the  Annuity  and 
Retirement  report  be  accepted. 

ANNUITY  AND  RETIREMENT 

In  North  Carolina  as  of  March  31,  1977,  2787  staff  members  of  2196  churches  and 
associations  are  participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program;  2491  in  the 
Family  Benefit  Section;  1275  in  the  Age  Security  Section  and  240  in  the  Variable  Benefit 
Section. 
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In  1976,  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  recommended  a  new 
retirement  program  which  was  approved  by  all  the  State  Baptist  Conventions.  The  new 
program  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  will  go  into  effect  January  1, 
1978. 

Detailed  information  will  be  presented  to  churches  in  the  early  fall  with  a  ROUTE  10 
promotional  theme,  according  to  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  paid  $17,138,343  in  benefits  to  11,925  widows,  retired  or  disabled 
members  in  1976.  During  its  59  years  of  service,  the  Board  has  paid  more  than  $158 
million  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits. 

A  13th  Check  amounting  to  one  month's  income  was  mailed  for  the  eleventh  time  to 
annuitants.  The  combined  amount  of  this  extra  benefit  came  to  $830,525. 

Most  members  benefit  from  a  decision  to  increase  the  interest  rate  for  figuring 
retirement  benefits.  Annuitants  began  receiving  larger  checks  as  of  January  1,  1977. 

For  almost  45,000  members,  the  Board  held  in  trust  funds  totaling  $472,218,669  for 
retirement  benefits  for  the  year  ending  1976. 

The  Annuity  Board  also  administers  life,  medical  and  disability  insurance  programs 
which  reflected  increases  in  membership.

The  Cooperative  Program  should  stimulate  interest  in  every  and  all  mission 
programs.  It  helps  us  to  become  a  part  of  a  great  world  missions  program.  It  helps  us  to 
share  on  a  percentage  basis  and  helps  to  make  a  missionary  out  of  every  giver. 

What  the  budget  is  to  the  Church,  the  Cooperative  Program  is  to  the  denomination. 

If  Southern  Baptist  have  been  called  a  people  on  a  mission  for  God,  the  Cooperative 
Program  may  well  be  called  their  trademark. 

Take  a  bold  step  for  the  Lord;  give  upon  the  first  day  of  every  week  a  percentage  out 
of  every  pay  check.  Genesis  14:20,  Hebrews  7:6  —  Abraham  paid  tithes  to 
Melchesedec.  Deuteronomy  12:6,  11:13  —  Under  the  law,  God  told  the  people  where  to 
bring  their  offerings. 

Under  grace,  a  new  testament  church  has  the  privilege  as  well  as  the  responsibility  for 
distributing  God's  money  given  by  his  people. 

If  the  Lord's  day  were  used  by  the  Lord's  people  to  bring  their  gifts  to  the  Lord's 
house  in  proper  proportion  for  the  Lord's  work,  there  would  be  adequate  support  for 
World  Missions,  State  Missions  and  Home  Missions  from  every  church  and  blessings 
here  and  hereafter  for  every  member.

Education  report  be  accepted.  A  representative  from  Gardner  Webb  College  spoke  to 
the  report. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Baptist  of  North  Carolina  are  deeply  involved  in  the  ministry  of  Christian  Higher 
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Education  through  the  support  of  six  colleges  and  one  university;  Campbell,  Chowan, 
Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Wingate,  and  Wake  Forest  University.  During 
the  1976-77  academic  year,  13,733  persons  were  enrolled  in  the  seven  schools.  The 
number  graduating  in  May,  1977  was  2,493. 

One  strong  emphasis  of  Baptist  colleges  is  the  preparation  of  pastors,  missionaries 
and  other  church  vocation  volunteers.  In  the  fall  of  1976,  there  were  846  persons 
preparing  for  church-related  vocations  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges. 

The  recruitment  of  more  Baptist  young  people  is  a  major  concern  of  the  colleges. 
Pastors  and  other  church  leaders  are  urged  to  encourage  the  youth  from  Baptist 
churches  to  attend  a  Baptist  college.  During  1977,  the  pastors  have  given  the  names  of 
more  than  6,000  prospective  students  to  the  colleges  through  the  Council  on  Christian 
Higher  Education.  These  students  have  received  information  from  the  colleges  and 
from  the  Council  office. 

Most  of  the  students  attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  receive  some  form  of 
financial  assistance.  Each  of  the  colleges  pledges  to  assist  needy  students  financially  in 
order  to  make  available  the  educational  experience  at  a  Christian  college.  An  offering  is 
received  on  Father's  Day  each  year  to  provide  aid  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  young 
people.  Students  who  need  to  apply  for  financial  aid  should  make  application  to  college 
early  in  the  junior  year  of  high  school.  Grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships  are 
available  for  those  who  need  them. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for  generous  financial 
support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  colleges  reaffirm  their  support  and 
partnership  in  missions  with  the  churches,  and  offer  the  services  of  faculty,  students 
and  other  campus  resources  to  make  the  Bold  Mission  emphasis  of  Southern  Baptists  a 
vital  and  successful  ministry.

BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  most  difficult  problems  faced  in  our  churches  are  related  to  communications. 
When  people  are  uniformed,  poorly  informed,  or  misinformed,  they  get  into  trouble. 
When  they  know  what  is  taking  place  in  their  local  congregation  and  in  the 
denomination,  interest  is  generated  and  cooperation  results.  Openness  is  therefore 
important,  and  the  purpose  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  to  keep  Baptist  church 
members  informed  concerning  involvement  in  their  denomination,  and  in  the  Christian 
world. 

In  light  of  developments  presently  underway  in  our  denomination,  it  is  important 
that  every  Baptist  church  member  in  N.  C.  receive  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 
weekly.  Already  more  than  1,100  churches  in  our  state  are  providing  through  their 
budgets  for  the  RECORDER  to  go  to  all  resident  families.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  adopted  a  circulation  goal  of  eight  million  for  state  papers  by  1980. 
The  SBC  believes  that  every  Baptist  family  ought  to  be  receiving  its  state  Baptist  paper. 
RECORDER  circulation  approaches  120,000  but  should  be  increased  in  the  immediate 
future  to  150,000. 

If  your  church  is  not  sending  the  RECORDER  to  resident  families  at  the  present 
time,  arrangements  should  be  made  immediately  to  do  so  by  incorporating  it  in  your 
church  budget.  Costing  less  than  half  the  price  of  a  postage  stamp  per  issue,  it  is 
delivered  by  U.  S.  mail  directly  to  your  home  address. 
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The  RECORDER  doesn't  cost;  it  pays!  Your  church  will  be  a  healthier  congregation 
if  you  provide  the  RECORDER  for  your  resident  families.  It  is  the  most  widely  read 
piece  of  literature  received  by  North  Carolina  Baptists.  No  investment  pays  greater 
dividends.

Constitution 

PREAMBLE 

As  Baptists,  we  believe  that  the  New  Testament  records  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
individual  Christians  and  churches  in  the  first  century  to  express  their  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  bear  witness  to  His  Lordship;  thereof,  contemporary  New  Testament  churches 
composed  of  individuals  who  have  entered  into  covenant  can  voluntarily  relate 
themselves  to  each  other  through  an  Association  as  one  way  to  express  their  covenant 
relationship  as  the  people  of  God,  and  to  advance  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  do  together  those  things  that  the  churches 
themselves  cannot  do  well  separately. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  COVENANT 


Being  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  enter  into  covenant  as  an  Association 
of  churches,  we  join  ourselves  together  through  this  larger  fellowship; 

To  watch  over  one  another  in  love  and  to  nurture  the  spiritual  welfare  and  fellowship 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association; 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  consideration  of  our  Christian  faith  and  the  evaluation  of 
those  points  of  doctrine  and  policy  which  affect  our  life  together; 

To  assist  the  churches  in  planning,  conducting,  evaluating,  and  improving  their 
programs  of  work  designed  to  reach  their  objectives; 

To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  both  within  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  our  Association;  and 

To  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information  and  assistance  between  the  covenanting 
churches,  and  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  and  their  agencies,  and  to 
maintain  interaction  with  community  agencies,  and  other  Christian  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  STATEMENT  OF  FAITH 

The  statement  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  May  9,  1963,  shall  be  accepted  as  setting  forth  the  essential  teachings 
which  we  believe  and  propogate. 

Copies  of  this  statement  shall  be  available  to  any  person,  at  any  time,  in  the 
Associational  Office. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  snail  consist  of  Baptist  churches  which  freely  enter 
into  the  covenant  relationship  with  one  another  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  which 
affirm  a  common  confession  of  faith,  which  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
governing  the  Association's  life  and  function,  and  which  share  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Association. 

Membership  in  the  Association  may  be  terminated  at  the  initiation  of  the  church  or 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  MEETINGS 

This  Association  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  body  may  designate. 
The  Associational  year  shall  be  from  September  1  to  August  31. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  REPRESENTATION 

Representation  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  by  the  pastor  and  four  other 
messengers  from  each  church  having  up  to  300  resident  members;  thereafter,  one 
additional  messenger  for  every  100  resident  memoers  or  major  fracuon  thereof. 

The  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  (preferably  at  the  time  other  officers  and 
teachers  are  elected  for  the  church  year)  shall  serve  for  the  Associational  year  in  which 
they  are  elected.  One  of  the  elected  messengers  shall  be  designated  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  List  of  Officers:  This  Association  shall  elect  annually  a  Moderator, 
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Vice-moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  other  officers  that  are  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  functions  of  this  body. 

All  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  fall  session,  except  the 
organizational  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  spring  session. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Officers: 

Sub-section  A.  Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  and  Steering  committees. 
The  Moderator  shall  assist  the  Associational  Missionary  and  other  officers  in  their 
respective  duties. 

Sub-section  B.  Vice-Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Moderator  to  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

Sub-section  C.  Clerk-Treasurer:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful 
and  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to  have 
the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Clerk  shall  appoint  a  registrar  to  register  visitors  and  messengers  to  sessions  of 
the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  collected 
and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive  committee 
quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  such  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  work  effectively  and  efficiently. 

In  addition  to  the  following  standing  committees,  the  Association  shall  authorize 
such  special  committees  as  it  needs  for  specific  duties  not  assigned  to  a  standing 
committee. 

Section  1.  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the 
pastors  of  the  churches,  and  one  layman  from  each  church.  This  committee  shall  meet 
midway  between  sessions  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association.  Other  meetings 
may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  moderator  or  at  the  request  of  the  Steering 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Director,  Music  Director,  Library  Pres.,  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  and  two  pastors. 

This  committee  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  committee  and  shall 
meet  as  required  with  the  associational  missionary  to  plan,  promote  and  make 
recommendations  to  said  committee. 

Section  3.  Program  Committee,  composed  of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be 
recommended  by  the  associational  nominating  committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be 
the  moderator,  vice-moderator,  and  associational  missionary. 

This  committee  shall  plan  the  programs  for  the  associational  meetings  in  the  spring 
and  fall. 

Section  4.  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  representing  the 
various  geographical  areas  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  recommend 
persons  for  associational  offices,  the  program  committee,  and  the  nominating 
committee  for  the  next  associational  year.  , 

ARTICLE  X  —  AUTONOMY 

The  Association  and/or  the  Executive  committee  has  no  power  to  exercise 
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ecclesiastical  authority  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  autonomy  of  the  local  churches 
in  the  Association  except  as  each  church  disciplines  itself  to  maintaining  the 
associational  covenant. 

The  Association  shall  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  churches. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  GOVERNMENT 

The  associational  meetings  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  latest  edition  of 
"Robert's  Rules  of  Order."  The  moderator  will  need  to  exercise  patience  with  members 
who  may  not  be  well  versed  in  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be 
so  used  that  the  will  of  the  body  may  be  fully  and  freely  expressed 

ARTICLE  XII  —  ADOPTION  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Upon  its  final  adoption  by  the  Association,  this  constitution  shall  become 
effective  immediately;  it  shall  supercede  and  rescind  all  previous  actions  or  policies  of 
the  Association  which  may  conflict  with  its  provisions. 

Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  a 
written  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  presented  at  the  first  session  and  voted  on 
and  passed  favorably  at  the  second  session. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional  period  and 
closed  with  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

-  3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1 .  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  words  of 
God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteousness 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  true  blievers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and  that  the 
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joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  of  the 
Presbvter\ ,

The  Moderator  recognized  new  pastors  and  visitors,  followed  with  sentence  prayers 
for  churches,  the  prayer  period  was  closed  by  Lewis  Petree. 
The  following  reports  were  given  by  various  departments: 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Our  WMU  Watchword  for  the  year  is:  "When  the  Holy  Spirit  comes  upon  you,  you 
will  be  filled  with  power,  and  you  will  be  witnesses  for  me  in  Jerusalem,  in  all  of  Judea, 
and  Samaria,  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  (Acts  1:8  TEV)."  Our  WMU  Hymn  for  the 
year  is  "O  Zion,  Haste." 

Our  emphasis  for  our  work  this  year  will  be  on  missions  involvement  for  women  and 
will  be  called  "Baptist  Women  year  in  the  Church"  for  our  Baptist  Women 
organizations.  The  strong  emphasis  will  be  to  teach  missions:  to  live  and  to  give. 

We  challenge  every  WMU  organization  in  the  association  to  be  active  in  our  Bold 
Missions  Thrust.  Our  Baptist  Young  Women  have  been  challenged  by  our  association 
executive  council  to  do  a  self  survey  of  our  association  to  see  what  needs  are  not  being 
met  and  to  present  a  written  report  of  the  survey  at  our  spring  session.  We  ask  your 
prayers  for  our  Baptist  Young  Women's  organizations  as  they  do  this  survey  and  then 
that  we  as  Baptist  women  in  the  association  might  do  something  about  these  needs 
being  met  as  a  part  of  our  Bold  Mission  Thrust. 

Events  scheduled  for  the  coming  year  include: 

October  6-7:  BYW  Convention  at  Ridgecrest.  This  is  limited  to  those  18-29  years  of 
age,  and  we  encourage  some  of  our  Baptist  Young  Women  to  attend. 

October  31:  WMU  Talkshop  with  Mrs.  Alverta  Parker,  guest  speaker.  This  will 
include  our  annual  leadership  training  sessions. 

November  6:  Baptist  Women  Day  of  Prayer.  We  trust  that  every  church  will  have 
some  observance. 

November  20:  Foreign  Mission  Study  at  Elkin  Valley  Baptist  Church. 
December  3-10:  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions. 
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In  May,  we  will  have  a  tea  for  the  pastor's  wives  in  the  association  and  our  Annual 
WMU  meeting  will  be  the  first  Monday  night  in  May. 

Of  the  twenty-two  churches  in  the  association,  we  still  have  six  without  WMU  work. 
We  pray  that  as  a  part  of  the  Bold  Missions  Venture,  we  would  have  some  type  of 
WMU  organization  in  each  of  these  six  churches  by  the  end  of  the  associational  year.

After  the  singing  of  the  song  "GROW,  GIVE,  GO"  the  Departmental  reports 
continued. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  trustees,  President 
Grady  C.  Cothen  said  the  Board  is  in  excellent  financial  shape  as  "we  go  about 
fulfilling  our  mission  -  the  mission  of  ministry." 

Four  priorities  continued  to  receive  major  attention. 

More  than  7,000  churches  and  224  associations  conducted  ACTION  enrollment 
campaigns  and  567  new  Sunday  Schools  were  started  in  efforts  to  reach  more  persons 
for  Bible  Study. 

The  Bible  Book  Series  for  youth  and  adults  in  Sunday  School  and  the  Radio-TV 
Bible  Correspondence  program  are  scheduled  to  begin  October  1,  1978. 

The  "Equipping  Center"  concept,  short-term  training  for  adults,  continued  to  be 
tested  with  plans  to  release  the  first  materials  April  1,  1979. 

Family  Life  conferences  which  reached  33,000  persons  and  Home  Life  with  an 
average  monthly  circulation  of  838,000  were  the  primary  resources  for  supporting  and 
enriching  family  life. 

Glorieta  and  Ridgecrest  Baptist  Conference  Centers  registered  85,384  guests  who 
stayed  a  total  of  382,178  days.  As  a  result  of  the  work  of  a  special  task  force  on 
conference  center  operations,  several  changes  in  registration  procedures  have  been 
approved  for  1979. 

Broadman  Press  introduced  633  new  products  during  the  year.  The  first  book  of  the 
24-volume  Layman's  Bible  Book  Commentary  will  be  released  in  October  1978. 
In  the  program  of  Sunday  School  development,  increased  visibility  was  given  to 
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associational  work  and  ministry  with  ethnic  groups  and  to  bhnd  and  deaf  persons. 

Baptist  student  ministries  now  reach  1,084  campuses  with  673  others  identified  as 
needing  a  ministry.  National  Student  Ministries  will  sponsor  a  nation-wide  missions 
conference  in  Nashville  in  December  1979. 

The  National  Association  of  Senior  Adults,  sponsored  by  the  family  ministry 
department,  set  a  goal  of  50,000  members  by  1985.  A  monthly  magazine  for  single 
adults  will  begin  publication  in  April  1979.

This  fall  of  1978  we  are  trying  to  start  off  right  with  Mrs.  Smoot  Baker  speaking  at 
Friendship  Church  on  September  24  at  7:30  p.m.  on  "Why  Have  Church  Training?" 
This  will  be  followed  October  16  and  17  by  a  Leadership  Conference  at  Friendship 
Church  led  by  the  State  Church  Training  Division  on  7:00  p.m.  each  night.  I  hope  each 
of  you  will  take  these  opportunities  and  offer  suggestions  of  your  own  so  that  we  as  an 
association  with  Christ  as  the  head  may  be  prepared  for  daily  service  in  His  Name.

EVANGELISM 

Again  Jesus  said,  "Peace  be  with  you!  As  the  Father  has  sent  me,  I  am  sending  you." 
John  20:21  (NIV) 

Somewhere  along  the  way  we  Baptist  have  lost  the  significance  of  this  statement 
made  by  Jesus.  Jesus  informed  us  by  his  own  words  that  his  mission  was  to  seek  and  to 
save  the  lost.  Then  He  says  that  He  is  sending  his  disciples  on  the  same  mission. 
However,  it  took  fifty  Baptist  to  win  one  soul  to  the  Lord  in  1977.  This  fact  seems  to 
say  we  are  not  taking  our  responsibility  of  evangelism  seriously.  By  the  words  of  Jesus 
himself,  to  be  evangelistic  is  not  an  option  but  is  the  responsibility  of  every  Christian  to 
God. 

We  N.  C.  Baptist  have  mandated  ourselves  to  double  the  number  of  baptisms  by  the 
year  1982.  If  we  are  to  reach  this  goal  it  certainly  cannot  be  business  as  usual.  There  will 
have  to  be  some  Spirit-led  evangelistic  organization  within  the  churches. 

This  evangelistic  organization  must  consist  of  four  parts: 

1.  Motivation:  Every  Christian  should  be  motivated  by  the  love  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  to  make  the  salvation  of  lost  souls  a  top  priority  in  his  or  her  life. 

2.  Education:  Even  with  the  proper  motivation,  there  is  still  a  need  of  knowhow. 
There  is  a  great  need  of  instructing  our  people  how  to  bring  people  to  Christ. 

3.  Occupation:  When  the  people  are  properly  motivated  and  educated,  then  they 
must  go  seeking  and  winning  the  lost. 
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4.  Continuation:  A  continuation  simply  means  that  the  ones  saved  by  God's 
marvelous  grace  should  be  enlisted  to  be  soul  winners  themselves. 

In  the  year  ahead  let  us  determine  that  it  will  not  be  business  as  usual,  but  that  we  will 
make  some  very  positive  plans  of  reaching  the  lost  for  Christ.  The  association  is 
planning  some  schools  and  clinics  that  will  be  helpful  to  you  in  the  matter  of  Bold 
Evangelism  for  the  coming  year.

A  coordinated  youth  program  for  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  became  a  reality 
after  God  planted  the  vision  into  the  eyes  of  parents  and  youth  leaders  last  winter.  We 
believe  God  opened  the  door  to  this  ministry  and,  although  we  need  to  strengthen  areas 
in  the  program,  God  will  guide  and  provide  us  with  knowledge  and  means  to  continue 
this  mission  inspired  by  the  Great  Commission.  A  Youth  Council  has  been  formed  and 
meets  each  month  except  November  and  December.  A  youth  newsletter  entitled  "The 
Youth  Express"  is  in  circulation  and  is  printed  for  each  young  person  in  the 
association.  It  continues  throughout  the  church  year.  A  puppet  ministry  is  being 
considered  and  a  program  is  planned  for  October  at  Mount  Pleasant  Church. 

Outstanding  youth  leaders  will  speak  to  associational  youth  this  fall.  A  film  ministry 
will  be  provided  in  January  and  February.  In  March,  plans  are  for  youth  leadership 
training  to  be  emphasized  with  a  seminar  led  by  Stale  Convention  youth  leaders  from 
Raleigh.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  the  year  1816,  its  only  goal  has  been  to 
translate,  produce,  and  distribute  the  scripture  to  people  everywhere  in  a  language  they 
can  understand  and  at  a  price  they  can  afford.  There  were  more  people  reached  in  1977 
with  God's  word  than  ever  before  in  the  ABS  history.  There  were  over  400,000,000 
scriptures  distributed  for  the  first  time  in  a  150  countries.  In  1946  the  ABS  published  its 
first  scripture,  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Scripture  selections  have  since  become  the 
"seeds"  of  the  society. 
Distribution  in  Latin  America 

Distribution  of  the  complete  Bible  grew  by  more  than  10  per  cent  throughout  the 
Americas  in  1977.  The  Christians  of  Bolivia,  together  with  the  Bible  Society  helped  to 
share  108,083  new  testaments  with  the  people  of  that  country  in  comparison  with 
40,845  the  previous  year.  Mexico  distributed  more  than  220,000  new  testaments 
compared  with  90,000  in  1976.  The  Cuban  government  granted  the  churches  of  Cuba 
permission  to  import  2,500  Bibles  and  2,500  New  Testaments.  These  were  supplied  as  a 
gift  from  the  United  Bible  Society. 

Distribution  in  Africa 

In  Ethiopia  distribution  of  complete  Bibles  jumped  from  28,369  in  1976  to  71,397  in 
1977.  In  Sierra  Leone,  distribution  was  up  180  percent,  in  Uganda  up  156  percent,  and 
in  Malawi  from  10,384  New  Testaments  to  20,008.  Liberia  increased  in  Bibles  from 
2,610  in  1976  to  15,330  in  1977. 

Distribution  in  Asia 

In  the  Muslin  countries  of  Iraq  and  Jordan,  where  Christian  witness  is  so  difficult, 
more  than  19,000  Bibles  were  distributed  in  1977  as  compared  to  less  than  3,000  the 
previous  year.  Asia  experienced  similar  success,  with  complete  Bibles  in  Micronesia  up 
403  percent;  in  Singapore  up  138  percent  and  in  Papua,  New  Guinea  nearly  double.  In 
India,  30  percent.  Distribution  throughout  all  Asia  increased  from  120,333,729  in  1976 
to  170,876,269  in  1977. 

Distribution  in  Europe 

Yugoslavia  achieved  an  increase  in  the  distribution  of  complete  Bibles  from  6,251  in 
1976  to  23,136  in  1977.  Another  increase  occurred  in  Italy  for  Italian  New  Testaments 
from  10,91 1  in  1976  to  140,000  in  1977.  Spain  showed  an  overall  increase  of  86  percent 
throughout  1977. 

Distribution  in  USA 

Distribution  of  complete  Bibles  in  the  United  States  followed  the  pattern  set  by  the 
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rest  of  the  world,  increasing  in  one  year  from  1,142,842  in  1976  to  2,601,198  in  1977. 
Much  of  this  success  was  due  to  the  appearance  in  December  1976  of  the  Good  News 
Bible. 

Good  News  for  New  Readers 

Distribution  opportunities  for  complete  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  are  limited  in 
many  areas  of  the  world  because  the  level  of  literacy  is  so  low.  The  Bible  Society's 
answer  to  this  problem  is  the  Good  News  for  New  Readers  program,  where  those  who 
are  just  beginning  to  read  can  discover  God's  word  through  a  graded  series  of  Scripture 
Selections  in  a  language  and  format  they  can  easily  read  and  understand.  By  the  end  of 
1977  New  Reader  Translations  of  the  scriptures  had  been  undertaken  in  328  languages, 
an  increase  of  42  languages  over  1976. 

Translations 

An  average  of  nearly  once  every  two  weeks  during  1977  somewhere  in  the  world  a 
group  of  people  who  had  never  before  had  the  word  of  God  in  their  own  language, 
received  a  portion  of  scripture  for  the  first  time.  Some  of  the  languages  in  which  New 
Testaments  appeared  for  the  first  time  include  Bawm,  Kok  Borok,  Lumasaaba,  Ma'di, 
Muyuw,  Penan,  Quechua,  Imbabura,  Yagaria  and  Yipu.  For  the  people  of  Ecuador 
who  speak  Imbabura,  this  is  the  first  publication  of  any  part  of  scripture  in  their  own 
language. 

ABS  Volunteers 

Much  of  the  success  achieved  for  the  Bible  cause  in  1977  was  due  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  more  than  30,000  ABS  volunteers  who  carried  out  local  distribution 
programs  in  hospitals,  schools,  jails,  missions  and  places  of  business.  These  volunteers 
were  operating  almost  2,000  Scripture  Courtesy  Centers  across  the  country  by  the  end 
of  1977.  Also  12,000  churches  represented  special  links  between  the  congregations  and 
the  ABS.  Fifteen  percent  of  these  people  represent  the  ABS  in  Southern  Baptist 
churches  across  the  United  States. 

Financial  Support 

Total  income  of  the  ABS  from  all  sources  in  1977  was  $29,871,640.  Income  from  the 
churches  totalled  $1,545,634.  The  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
contributed  $251,908.  This  is  approximately  $.022  per  member. 

If  the  12,733,124  members  of  the  SBC  were  to  raise  their  level  of  annual  support  to 
$.04  per  member,  total  giving  to  the  Bible  cause  would  reach  $509,000  and  help  reach 
the  UBS  goal.  This  would  help  make  certain  that  the  Bible  Society  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  Scriptures  needed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  its  global 
ministry. 

The  Bible  Society  asks  for  your  continued  prayers  so  that  together  with  the  churches 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  all  willing  Christians  everywhere,  combine  our 
efforts  to  bring  His  Word  to  all  those  who  are  in  desperate  need  of  it.

ANNUITY  AND  RETIREMENT 

The  past  year  was  one  of  contrasts  for  the  Annuity  Board. 

While  the  Board  grew  markedly  in  new  retirement  and  insurance  accounts, 
investment  earnings  suffered  due  to  poor  stock  market  performance. 
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The  year  also  represented  a  period  of  strong  demands  which  resulted  from  servicing 
needs  of  new  accounts,  a  complex  asset  allocation  process,  implementation  of  a  new 
church  retirement  program  and  accounting  responsibilities  of  new  investment  funds. 

Key  statistics  included: 

1.  A  permanent  8.33  per  cent  increase  in  most  annuitants'  checks.  The  increase  was 
retroactive  to  January  1. 

2.  A  total  of  $19,085,316  paid  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits.  Insurance 
benefits  through  church,  agency  and  seminarian  programs  exceeded  $12  million. 

3.  The  enrollment  of  545  new  churches  in  the  basic  retirement  plan.  New  pastors  and 
church  employees  in  Plan  A  numbered  2,169  and  3,000  members  upgraded  their 
program.

One  of  the  most  important  jobs  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  to  keep  members 
of  Baptist  churches  informed  about  what's  going  on  in  our  denomination,  not  only  here 
in  North  Carolina  but  around  the  world.  When  people  know,  they  respond  more 
quickly  and  in  a  more  cooperative  and  generous  manner. 

In  that  connection,  there's  one  question:  Does  the  RECORDER  pay?  Recently  the 
RECORDER  published  a  list  of  50  churches  which  has  the  best  per-capita  giving  to  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Forty  nine  of  the  50  had  a  good  RECORDER  club,  many  of 
them  sending  the  RECORDER  to  every  resident  family.  The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 
had  a  part  in  helping  these  congregations  see  the  importance  of  supporting  Baptist 
causes. 

More  than  1,100  churches  provide  their  families  with  the  RECORDER  through  the 
church  budget  at  a  cost  of  only  6  cents  per  week.  Everyone  benefits  when  the 
RECORDER  goes  into  every  home. 

The  price  of  the  RECORDER  remains  reasonable,  despite  tremendous  increase  in 
postage,  paper  and  printing.  If  your  church  plans  to  put  the  RECORDER  in  the 
budget,  it  should  do  so  this  year  and  thus  save  money  because  a  price  increase  is  likely. 

Woodrow  W.  Hill,  assistant  editor  and  field  representative  for  the  past  seven  years, 
reached  retirement  age  this  year  but  has  agreed  to  continue  to  help  the  RECORDER  in 
associations  and  churches.  He  is  loved  by  all  over  the  state  and  we  are  glad  that  he  will 
continue  to  be  identified  with  us  when  needed.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  find  ways  of  enlarging  and  improving  its  care  of 
patients. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Family  Medicine  moved  into  new  quarters. 
It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  larger  area,  the  Family  Practice  Center  will  provide 
primary  health  care  for  more  than  5,000  families  by  1980.  Also,  the  teaching  program 
for  resident  physicians  in  Family  Medicine  will  increase  to  36  positions  by  1980.  Many 
of  these  physicians  are  expected  to  enter  family  practice  in  North  Carolina. 

Other  improvements  in  patient  care  include  the  installation  of  a  whole-body  scanner 
and  the  opening  of  new  and  larger  facilities  for  the  Intensive  Care  and  Intermediate 
Nurseries.  The  body  scanner  is  particularly  useful  in  locating  and  defining  problems 
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such  as  tumors  in  the  chest,  abdomen  and  pelvic  areas;  in  determining  the  spread  of 
disease  from  one  organ  to  another;  and  visualizing  aneurysms  in  the  abdomen.  The  new 
nurseries  have  already  played  a  significant  role  in  reducing  the  infant  death  rate  and  in 
improving  the  chances  of  premature  babies  growing  up  without  lasting  effects  from 
earlier  medical  problems. 

Creation  of  a  new  Department  of  Patient  Relations  and  the  employment  of  a 
full-time  director  has  also  helped  to  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care.  The  primary 
function  of  this  department  is  to  respond  to  specific  concerns  patients  have  regarding 
their  hospital  care  and  to  act  in  behalf  of  patients  and  their  families  in  resolving 
problems  and  meeting  needs. 

A  closed-circuit  television  system  will  soon  be  carrying  services  from  the  hospital 
chapel,  other  devotional  programs  and  educational  programs  to  patient  rooms.  This 
system  will  also  be  used  in  staff  education  programs.  The  equipment  was  purchased 
with  funds  from  the  estate  of  Miss  OHvia  Hall  who  worked  for  Baptist  Hospital  for 
nearly  a  half-century.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  support  and  operate,  through  elected  trustees,  six  colleges 
and  one  university:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith, 
Wingate  and  Wake  Forest  University.  The  histories  of  these  colleges  and  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  have  intersected  and  intertwined  since  1834.  While  not  all  of  the 
colleges  were  begun  by  the  Convention  per  se,  all  were  begun  by  Baptists,  with  strong 
convictions  about  the  need  for  Higher  Christian  education.  The  seven  colleges  have 
been  in  operation  for  a  total  of  729  years.  Currently,  faculty  and  staff  number  1,441. 
During  the  1977-78  academic  year,  including  summer  school  and  special  students,  the 
total  enrollment  was  more  than  19,000. 

Baptist  colleges  serve  Christ  and  Baptist  people  best  when  they  are  truest  to  their 
primary  mission.  Christian  education.  Christian  education  is  education  under  Christian 
auspices  for  Christian  ends.  Christian  education  is  Christianity  operating  in  the  field  of 
enlightenment.  A  Christian  college  is  a  college  founded  and  maintained  and  conducted 
by  Christian  people  in  the  service  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Churches  are  urged  to  encourage  their  youth  to  attend  a  Baptist  college.  Most  of  the 
students  attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  receive  some  form  of  financial 
assistance.  Each  of  the  colleges  pledges  to  assist  needy  students  with  financial  aid. 
Students  who  need  to  apply  for  financial  aid  should  make  application  to  college  early  in 
the  senior  year  of  high  school.  Grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships  are  available  for 
those  who  need  them.

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  reason  to  be  pleased  with  work  that  is  currently  in 
progress  through  N.  C.  In  the  Piedmont  area,  Mills  Home,  foster  home  services, 
emergency  care  at  Burlington  and  Charlotte,  the  high  adventure  program  at  Wall 
Home,  the  Child  Development  Center  on  the  Mills  Home  campus,  programs  of  crisis 
intervention,  counseling,  and  family  education  fill  a  particular  need  in  this  area  of  the 
State. 

We  are  in  constant  need  of  well  qualified  staff,  particularly  cottage  parents  and 
foster  home  parents.  Join  us  in  prayer  that  God  will  impress  upon  sufficient  number  of 
prospective  workers  that  child  care  is  a  Christian  vocation  and  that  it  affords  wonderful 
opportunities  for  service. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  special  gifts, 
and  the  traditional  Thanksgiving  offering.

DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

The  associational  work  of  the  past  year  that  yielded  the  most  fruit  for  the  Lord  was 
the  World  Missions  Conference.  It  involved  more  than  300  people  from  various 
churches  in  a  long  range  program  of  work  that  varied  from  making  flags  to 
transporting  missionaries.  It  gave  us  something  very  specific  to  pray  about  together.  It 
made  us  examine  the  effectiveness  of  our  missions  programs  in  our  churches.  It 
broadened  our  concept  of  service  around  the  world.  Twenty-one  of  the  twenty-two 
churches  of  the  association  participated  in  some  way,  making  it  one  of  the  best 
supported  efforts  of  the  year  and  of  the  history  of  the  association. 

Associational  mission  study  is  picking  up  in  interest.  The  two  association-wide 
studies  were  well  attended  and  most  effective  although  the  larger  numbers  are  women 
and  children. 

Other  association-wide  meetings  included  such  things  as  M  Night,  a  VBS  Workshop, 
a  Sunday  School  Teachers  Workshop,  two  dinner  meetings  for  pastors  and  their  wives, 
with  the  associational  officers,  a  Youth  Choir  Clinic,  a  Bold  Missions  Workshop  for 
Key  Leadership,  Associational  BYW  Meeting,  a  G.A.  Camp,  a  Workshop  for  Acteen 
Leaders,  the  Spring  and  Fall  Sessions  and  the  Annual  WMU  Session. 

To  recount  the  number  of  miles  I  have  traveled  or  the  number  of  committee  meetings 
attended  or  conducted,  cannot  in  any  way  show  the  real  meaning  behind  all  this 
activity.  The  124  meetings,  mostly  at  my  house,  are  an  indication  of  YOUR  devotion  to 
the  work  of  the  Lord.  The  individual  sessions  with  78  of  you  indicates  YOUR  special 
desire  to  serve.  The  4,567  miles  traveled  shows  mostly  that  we  are  in  scattered 
communities. 

For  my  personal  growth  and  understanding  of  the  work,  you  allowed  me  to  attend  a 
week's  Seminar  in  Atlanta  for  Directors  of  Missions,  a  meeting  of  Career  and 
Professional  Women  at  Ridgecrest,  the  State  Convention  in  Charlotte,  the  Key 
Leadership  Week  at  Ridgecrest  and  the  State  Missions  Training  Sessions  in  Wilkesboro. 

As  your  representative  I  am  serving  on  the  Resolutions  Committee  for  the  State 
Convention  and  learning  more  about  how  the  convention  operates. 

In  hne  with  my  background  as  a  librarian,  I  have  conducted  a  number  of  library 
workshops,  done  a  number  of  radio  programs  on  Christian  reading,  written  many 
columns  for  the  newspapers  about  good  books  and  done  some  inter-denominational 
work  with  the  Moravians  and  the  Church  of  Christ. 

My  favorite  job  is  that  of  editing  THE  LEAF.  It  is  my  strong  belief  that  this  tiny 
paper  should  be  enlarged  and  mailed  to  many  more  people  than  those  now  receiving  it. 
We  cannot  work  together  without  communication.  It  is  not  enough  that  only  a  handful 
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of  people  in  each  church  are  kept  informed.  Pray  that  we  may  work  out  a  system  of 
wider  distribution. 

You  have  contributed  much  to  my  nfe  during  the  past  year.  You  have  helped  to  train 
me,  you  have  forgiven  my  frequent  mistakes,  you  have  prayed  for  me.  As  long  as  you 
continue  to  do  that,  the  coming  year  holds  only  bright  prospects  for  growth  and  praise 
to  His  Name.

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Constitution 


PREAMBLE 

As  Baptists,  we  believe  that  the  New  Testament  records  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
individual  Christians  and  churches  in  the  first  century  to  express  their  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  bear  witness  to  His  Lordship;  thereof,  contemporary  New  Testament  churches 
composed  of  individuals  who  have  entered  into  covenant  can  voluntarily  relate 
themselves  to  each  other  through  an  Association  as  one  way  to  express  their  covenant 
relationship  as  the  people  of  God,  and  to  advance  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  do  together  those  things  that  the  churches 
themselves  cannot  do  well  separately. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

ARTICLE  III  —  COVENANT 

Being  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  enter  into  covenant  as  an  Association 
of  churches,  we  join  ourselves  together  through  this  larger  fellowship; 

To  watch  over  one  another  in  love  and  to  nurture  the  spiritual  welfare  and  fellowship 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association; 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  consideration  of  our  Christian  faith  and  the  evaluation  of 
those  points  of  doctrine  and  policy  which  affect  our  Hfe  together; 

To  assist  the  churches  in  planning,  conducting,  evaluating,  and  improving  their 
programs  of  work  designed  to  reach  their  objectives; 

To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  both  within  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  our  Association;  and 

To  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information  and  assistance  between  the  covenanting 
churches,  and  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  and  their  agencies,  and  to 
maintain  interaction  with  community  agencies,  and  other  Christian  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  STATEMENT  OF  FAITH 

The  statement  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  May  9,  1963,  shall  be  accepted  as  setting  forth  the  essential  teachings 
which  we  believe  and  propogate. 

Copies  of  this  statement  shall  be  available  to  any  person,  at  any  time,  in  the 
Associational  Office. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  shall  consist  of  Baptist  churches  which  freely  enter 
into  the  covenant  relationship  with  one  another  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  which 
affirm  a  common  confession  of  faith,  which  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
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governing  the  Association's  life  and  function,  and  which  share  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Association. 

Membership  in  the  Association  may  be  terminated  at  the  initiation  of  the  church  or 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  MEETINGS 

This  Association  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall,  at  such  time  and  place  as_  the  body  may  designate. 
The  Associational  year  shall  be  from  September  1  to  August  31. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  REPRESENTATION 

Representation  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  by  the  pastor  and  four  other 
messengers  from  each  church  having  up  to  300  resident  members;  thereafter,  one 
additional  messenger  for  every  100  resident  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  (preferably  at  the  time  other  officers  and 
teachers  are  elected  for  the  church  year)  shall  serve  for  the  Associational  year  in  which 
they  are  elected.  One  of  the  elected  messengers  shall  be  designated  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  List  of  Officers:  This  Association  shall  elect  annually  a  Moderator, 
Vice-moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  other  officers  that  are  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  functions  of  this  body. 

All  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  fall  session,  except  the 
organizational  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  spring  session. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Officers: 

Sub-section  A.  Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  and  Steering  committees. 
The  Moderator  shall  assist  the  Associational  Missionary  and  other  officers  in  their 
respective  duties. 

Sub-section  B.  Vice-Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Moderator  to  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

The  Clerk  shall  appoint  a  registrar  to  register  visitors  and  messengers  to  sessions  of 
the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  collected 
and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive  committee 
quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  such  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  work  effectively  and  efficiently. 

In  addition  to  the  following  standing  committees,  the  Association  shall  authorize 
such  special  committees  as  it  needs  for  specific  duties  not  assigned  to  a  standing 
committee. 

Section  1.  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the 
pastors  of  the  churches,  and  one  layman  from  each  church.  This  committee  shall  meet 
midway  between  sessions  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association.  Other  meetings 
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may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  moderator  or  at  the  request  of  the  Steerin.-;; 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Director,  Music  Director,  Library  Pres.,  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  and  two  pastors. 

This  committee  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  committee  and  shall 
meet  as  required  with  the  associational  missionary  to  plan,  promote  and  make 
recommendations  to  said  committee. 

Section  3.  Program  Committee,  composed  of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be 
recommended  by  the  associational  nominating  committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be 
the  moderator,  vice-moderator,  and  associational  missionary. 

This  committee  shall  plan  the  programs  for  the  associational  meetings  in  the  spring 
and  fall. 

Section  4.  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  representing  the 
various  geographical  areas  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  recommend 
persons  for  associational  offices,  the  program  committee,  and  the  nominating 
committee  for  the  next  associational  year. 

Section  5.  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  each  member  being 
from  six  different  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association,  with  ex-officio  members,  the 
Associational  Director  of  Missions,  the  Associational  Treasurer,  and  the  Moderator. 

This  shall  be  a  rotating  committee.  Each  member  will  serve  three  years  and  rotate  off 
the  committee  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  The  nominating  committee  shall  bring 
before  the  body  at  each  fall  session  two  new  nominees  from  two  different  churches  of 
those  now  serving.  The  election  of  said  nominees  or  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be 
yearly. 

This  shall  be  a  continuing  committee  that  will  not,  as  a  whole,  be  re-elected  every 
year. 

This  committee,  with  the  aid  of  the  two  ex-officio  members,  shall  direct  the  needs 
that  arise  in  the  finances  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AUTONOMY 

The  Association  and/or  the  Executive  committee  has  no  power  to  exercise 
ecclesiastical  authority  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  autonomy  of  the  local  churches 
in  the  Association  except  as  each  church  disciplines  itself  to  maintaining  the 
associational  covenant. 

The  Association  shall  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  churches. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  GOVERNMENT 

The  associational  meetings  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  latest  edition  of 
"Robert's  Rules  of  Order."  The  moderator  will  need  to  exercise  patience  with  members 
who  may  not  be  well  versed  in  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be 
so  used  that  the  will  of  the  body  may  be  fully  and  freely  expressed. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  ADOPTION  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Upon  its  final  adoption  by  the  Association,  this  constitution  shall  become 
effective  immediately;  it  shall  supercede  and  rescind  all  previous  actions  or  policies  of 
the  Association  which  may  conflict  with  its  provisions. 
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Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  a 
written  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  presented  at  the  first  session  and  voted  on 
and  passed  favorably  at  the  second  session. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional  period  and 
closed  with  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parhamentary  procedure, 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1 .  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  words  of 
God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteousness 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  true  blievers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and  that  the 
joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  of  the 
Presbytery.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Bill  Pruitt.  A  motion  was 
made  by  Rev.  Tobie  Stone  that  the  program  be  adopted  as  printed  with  changes  made 
as  necessary. 

The  roll  call  of  churches  was  given  by  the  Association  Clerk,  Mrs.  Willie  Mae 
Stanley,  with  all  churches  represented. 
The  Moderator  recognized  new  staff  and  visitors. 

The  welcome  and  announcements  were  given  by  the  host  pastor,  Rev.  Tobie  Stone. 

The  Call  To  Worship  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Savior  Like  A  Shepherd  Lead 
Us"  with  Miss  Tena  Davidson  at  the  piano  and  Mrs.  Merele  Turner  directing  the  music. 

The  Devotional  was  given  by  Rev.  Ralph  Ferguson,  Pastor  of  Pleasant  Hill  Baptist 
Church  followed  with  prayer. 

The  following  Department  Reports  were  presented: 

EVANGELISM 

Baptists  in  search  of  unsaved  and  unchurched  persons,  are  joining  together  in  a 
Statewide  Evangelistic  Crusade  scheduled  for  1982.  It  is  expected  that  the  effort  will 
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include  Simultaneous  Revivals  with  dates  and  other  activities  to  be  announced  soon. 
The  Joint  Evangelistic  Crusade  Committee,  composed  of  both  white  and  black 
Baptists,  is  chaired  by  Mark  Corts  of  Winston-Salem,  and  co-chaired  by  C.  W.  Ward 
of  Raleigh.  The  committee  requests  prayer  support  of  the  churches  for  this  effort  to 
reach  every  person  in  North  Carolina  with  the  gospel  of  Christ  by  the  end  of  1982. 

The  33rd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  was  held  at  the  Cumberland  County 
Memorial  Auditorium,  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  during  February  5-6,  1979.  Over 
2,500  pastors  and  lay  persons  were  challenged  by  evangelistic  preachers  to  involve 
church  members  more  in  direct  witnessing  for  Christ  to  the  unsaved. 

Many  churches  from  different  associations  across  the  state  have  already  participated 
in  Bold  Evangelism  Clinics,  using  the  notebook  —  BOLD  EVANGELISM  THROUGH 
THE  LOCAL  CHURCH  —  with  the  emphasis  related  to  on-going  programs  of 
evangelism  in  the  local  church.  Other  associations  need  to  plan  a  Bold  Evangelism 
Clinic.  Every  church  in  all  our  associations  are  encouraged  to  double  baptisms  by  1982, 
or  sooner. 

Pastors  and  lay  persons  participated  in  an  important  seminar  on  GROWING  AN 
EVANGELISTIC  CHURCH  during  March  26-29  at  Caraway  Conference  Center.  The 
seminar  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Evangelism  and  several  of  the  staff  of  the 
Evangelism  Section  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  In-depth  training  sessions  placed  an 
emphasis  on  long-range  planning  to  develop  an  evangelistic  local  church. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  now  has  the  TELLset  and  training  cartridges  to  train 
small  groups  in  direct  witnessing.  There  will  be  a  renewed  emphasis  on  Lay  Evangelism 
Schools  with  the  use  of  new  materials  and  TELL  witness  training. 

A  Bold  Evangelism  Through  the  Local  Church  Clinic  was  taught  by  Brother  Bill 
Lamb  at  the  Mineral  Springs  Baptist  Church  on  February  27,  1979.  It  was  suggested 
that  each  church  have  a  task  force  on  evangelism.  The  chairman  could  then  represent 
his  church  on  an  Associational  Task  Force  on  Evangelism.  An  Associational  Task 
Force  on  Evangelism  with  a  representative  from  each  church  is  certainly  a  very  worthy 
goal  for  us  to  work  toward. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  an  Associational  Lay  Witness  School  to  be  held  October 
8-11,  1979  at  the  Elkin  Valley  Baptist  Church.  Brother  Lamb  met  with  several  pastors 
and  other  interested  church  leaders  at  Mount  Pleasant  Baptist  Church  August  20,  1979, 
to  make  preparation  fcr  this  very  important  event. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  Bold  Revival  Planning  Clinic  to  be  sometime  this  next 
year  to  help  all  of  our  churches  to  be  more  productive  in  the  evangelistic  efforts  of 
revival. 

A  good  prayer  for  all  of  us  would  be  to  ask  God  to  give  us  a  vision  of  the  lostness  of 
the  lost  and  a  deep  burning  desire  to  reach  them  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 

In  1978  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  reported  a  total  Sunday  School  enrollment  of 
4,786  with  an  average  attendance  of  2,664.  In  1977  we  reported  enrollment  of  5,005  and 
average  attendance  of  2,811.  In  1976  we  reported  enrollment  of  5,119  and  an  average 
attendance  of  2,985. 

Approximately  four  million  resident  members  of  Southern  Baptist  churches  are  not 
enrolled  in  Sunday  School!  This  means  that  except  for  a  few  of  this  number  who 
regularly  attend  the  morning  worship  service,  four  million  persons  who  live  within  our 
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churches  are  not  involved  in  the  work  of  the  church.  Imagine  what  could  happen  if 
these  lives  could  once  again  be  touched  by  the  Word  of  God  and  through  that 
encounter  could  be  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  renew  their  commitment  to  Christ  and 
His  church!  Imagine  what  could  happen  in  your  church! 

Bold  Mission  is  indeed  bold.  To  carry  the  good. news  to  all  the  world  demands  the 
bold  thought  and  bold  action  of  bold  men  and  women. 

We,  as  Sunday  School  workers,  have  no  ahernative  but  preparedness.  We  have  no 
alternative  but  boldness.  We  have  no  alternative  but  decisive  actions  to  reach  people 
and  teach  them  God's  Holy  Word.  It  has  been  said  that  for  every  job  God  wants  to  be 
done,  He  has  a  person  to  do  it. 

There  are  two  special  Sunday  School  emphases  for  1979-80.  One,  bold  Bible  teaching 
and  learning  is  designed  to  provide  projects  and  materials  that  a  church  can  use  to 
improve  Bible  teaching  and  learning.  And  two,  bold  evangelism  and  Sunday  School 
growth  will  center  on  enrolling  more  people  in  Bible  Study  through  the  Bible  Teaching 
Program. 

We  will  be  planning  special  Sunday  School  events  for  the  coming  year  to  aid  the 
churches  in  carrying  out  the  Bold  Missions  Thrust.  It  is  time  we  turned  the  trend  from 
the  last  three  years  to  larger  enrollments  and  larger  average  attendances.  All  persons 
everywhere  need  Christ  and  have  a  right  to  hear  about  Him  and  His  Word.

WORLD  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Our  WORLD  MISSIONS  CONFERENCE  will  be  in  April  of  1981.  This  week 
provides  face  to  face  contact  with  missionaries  in  each  church.  The  conference  will 
encourage  mission  action,  inspire  boldness  in  life  commitment  and  increase  bolder 
praying  and  giving. 

In  order  to  pay  the  expenses  of  bringing  these  missionaries  to  our  association,  we 
need  $2,500.  It  is  our  conviction  that  this  sum  will  be  more  easily  accumulated  if  a 
proportion  from  each  church  is  put  in  the  church  budget  for  these  coming  two  years,  so 
that  month  by  month  a  small  amount  is  laid  aside  for  this  purpose. 

We  would  like  for  every  church  to  participate,  regardless  of  finances.  However,  we 
believe  that  a  fair  way  for  each  church  to  contribute  would  be  on  the  basis  of  resident 
membership,  using  the  following  proportion: 

up  to  150  resident  members  give  $  50 
150  -  300  resident  members  give  $150 
300  -  500  resident  members  give  $250 
500  -  up  resident  members  give  $350 

At  this  rate,  the  average  gift  would  be  $200  and  the  average  gift  per  resident  member 
less  than  one  dollar.  With  20  months  to  go  before  the  conference,  the  sum  of  $10  per 
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month  would  reach  this  goal.  For  a  $50  gift,  $2.50  per  month  would  do  it. 

If  you  agree  with  this  method  of  financing,  will  you  place  the  appropriate  sum  in 
your  budget  and  begin  to  send  it  in  monthly  to  our  Clerk,  Mrs.  Willie  Mae  Stanley,  Box 
507,  Elkin,  N.  C.  28621?  She  will  deposit  it  in  a  separate  account  and  keep  a  record  on 

it- 
Some  wonderful  things  have  happened  in  our  churches  because  of  these  WORLD 
MISSION  CONFERENCES.  Regardless  of  how  you  finance  your  part  in  the 
conference,  won't  you  begin  praying  NOW  for  a  real  outpouring  of  His  Spirit  in  our 
midst  during  this  session  on  the  progress  we  are  making  in  taking  the  Gospel  to  all 
people.

The  following  proposed  amendment  was  presented  by  David  Turner  to  the  session 
for  voting  on  in  the  evening  session,  afterwhich  Department  reports  continued. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT 

COMMITTEES 
Under  Article  IX 

Finance  Committee,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  one  member  being  from  six 
different  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association,  with  two  ex-officio  members,  the 
Associational  Director  of  Missions,  and  the  Associational  Treasurer  and  Moderator. 

This  shall  be  a  rotating  committee.  Each  member  will  serve  three  years  and  rotate  off 
the  committee  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  The  nominating  committee  shall  bring 
before  the  body  at  each  fall  session  two  new  nominees  from  two  different  churches  of 
those  now  serving.  The  election  of  said  nominees  or  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be 
yearly. 

This  shall  be  a  continuing  committee  that  will  not,  as  a  whole,  be  re-elected  every 
year. 

This  committee,  with  the  aid  of  the  two  ex-officio  members,  shall  direct  the  needs 
that  arise  in  the  finances  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  met  in  prayerful  commitment  to  study  and  try  to  improve 
our  Associational  Budget.  With  much  thought  and  prayer,  we  bring  this  report  to  you. 

We  feel  that  in  order  to  have  an  Associational  Finance  Committee  that  can  work  best 
for  the  interest  of  each  church,  there  should  be  a  standing  and  continuing  committee. 
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There  always  arises  needs  that  ask  for  direction  of  aid. 

We  also  feel  that  percentage  giving  would  be  to  aid  and  betterment  of  each  church. 

We  ask  each  church,  in  the  period  of  the  next  three  years,  to  raise  their  giving  to  3%. 
If  a  church  is  giving  1%  or  more  we  ask  them  to  raise  their  giving  by  2%  this  year.  We 
pray  that  all  the  churches  will  see  the  need  and  good  of  this  percentage  giving. 

We  also  ask  that  each  church  give  by  month  or  by  quarter.  This  way  of  giving  will  cut 
down  on  the  one  big  sum  giving  and  make  it  easier  on  the  churches  and  people. 

In  the  budget  we  have  added  some  new  items  that  have  been  expenditures,  but  have 
not  been  in  the  budget.  They  are:  #1  Telephone,  #2  Postage,  and  #3  Office  help  for 
Director  of  Missions. 

Two  other  items  are:  Family  Life  Ministry  and  Senior  Citizen  Ministry. 

We  ask  for  your  prayers  and  love  as  we  try,  with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  direct  business 
of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.

This  lovely  new  Home, 
accommodating  50  additional  residents,  was  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  God  on  April  29, 
1979.  Already,  there  are  enough  residents  who  have  arrived,  and  those  who  have  been 
approved  for  admission,  to  fill  the  Home. 

The  new  apartment  complex  in  Winston-Salem,  accommodating  16,  has  been 
completed  and  all  of  the  apartments  have  either  been  filled  or  assigned.  With  an  older 
apartment,  built  in  1961 ,  there  are  a  total  of  five  duplex  apartments,  accommodating  20 
persons.  With  the  apartment  complex,  the  six  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the 
skilled  nursing  facility,  300  persons  can  be  served  in  our  Baptist  Homes.  Homes  are 
located  in  the  following  places:  Resthaven,  The  Hayes  Home,  Apartments,  The  Skilled 
Nursing  Unit,  in  Winston-Salem;  the  Albemarle  Home,  in  Albemarle;  the  Hamilton 
Home,  in  Hamilton;  the  Yanceyville  Home,  in  Yanceyville;  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Home,  in  Asheville. 

Financially,  this  has  been  a  crucial  year  in  our  Baptist  Homes,  since  we  did  not  have 
our  usual  3rd  Sunday  of  February  Offering,  which  makes  up  16%  of  our  total  budget. 
We  have  had  to  move  into  our  endowment  funds  in  order  to  operate  and  to  keep  the 
ship  afloat,  since  the  usual  $300,000.00  that  we  receive  from  the  Special  Offering  was 
delayed  until  we  receive  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  in  September.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  this  offering  in  a  very  special  way,  and  it  will  certainly  be  crucial  in 
the  support  of  our  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Let  us  trust  that  the  goal  of  $2,000,000,  for  all 
of  our  ten  Baptist  Institutions,  and  the  special  causes  of  State  Missions,  will  be  met. 

Support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  our  Homes,  which  supplies  about  8% 
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of  our  total  budget  continues  in  a  steady  and  encouraging  manner.  During  the  28  years 
of  the  ministry  of  the  Homes,  however,  the  amount  of  1  2/10%  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  Cooperative  dollar  for  the  Homes  has  never  been  changed. 

Through  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  five  out  of  every  six  people,  who 
cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care,  are  supplemented.  This,  therefore,  is  a  ministry  of 
Christian  love  and  compassion  at  its  best  in  the  lives  of  those  dear  older  people  who  are 
in  our  care. 

Of  great  joy  has  been  the  addition  of  two  new  administrative  staff  members  —  Mr. 
Jack  Hoyle,  who  came  in  mid-January  as  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Social 
Services,  and  Rev.  Jim  Saul,  as  the  Director  of  Denominational  Relations  and 
Development.  Rev.  Saul  is  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  the  retirement  of  Rev.  Ralph 
Cannon,  in  March.  We  shall  never  cease  being  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  the  significant 
contribution  that  Ralph  made  during  his  service  with  the  Homes.  The  ministry  of  the 
Homes  has  been  greatly  enhanced  and  enriched  by  the  coming  of  Jack  Hoyle  and  Jim 
Saul  in  their  respective  fields  of  service. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself.  We  trust  that  you 
will  keep  this  vital  ministry  close  to  your  heart  and  in  your  prayers,  and  that  your  gifts 
will  enable  us  not  only  to  minister  to  those  in  our  care,  but  encourage  us  to  expand  this 
desperately  needed  ministry  in  our  Convention. 

BAPTIST  CHILDRENS  HOME 

The  1979  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  will  be  to  the  Children's  Homes  what 
our  Thanksgiving  Offering  has  been  for  many  years:  a  declaration  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  that  we  see  serving  needy  children  and  their  families  as  an  extension 
of  the  arms  of  the  local  church.  Thirty  percent  or  one  out  of  every  three  dollars  given  in 
this  offering  will  be  used  in  the  day  to  day  care  of  children.  The  success  of  this  offering 
will  determine  the  number  of  children  who  can  be  served  by  our  Baptist  children's 
homes. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  give  a  home  and  family  atmosphere  in  the  cottages  on 
our  campuses.  Those  children  who  do  not  fit  into  institutional  care  are  provided  foster 
home  care  and  temporary  care  homes.  From  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  quote,  "Our 
forefathers  responded  to  a  dual  sensitivity  —  a  commitment  to  the  teaching  of  Christ  as 
found  in  the  Scriptures  and  a  corresponding  response  to  human  need."  These  were 
basic  concerns  that  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  in 
1885. 

Throughout  it's  history,  the  ministry  of  the  Children's  Homes  has  been  characterized 
as  Christ-centered  and  family-contented. 

I  would  like  to  encourage  the  people  in  our  association  to  visit  any  of  the  children's 
homes  —  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville  is  the  nearest  one  to  the  section  of  our  state.

1.  Every  church  in  the  association  give  something  to  the  cooperative  program  with 
prayerful  consideration  of  increasing  gifts  each  year. 

2.  Every  church  in  the  association  give  at  least  1%  of  total  budget  to  the  association 
with  prayerful  consideration  of  increasing  their  gifts  each  year.

Rev.  Calvin  Knight  was  present  to  represent  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  spoke  to  the 
following  report. 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Although  growth  in  bed  capacity  at  Baptist  Hospital  has  leveled  off  at  just  under  700 
beds,  there  is  continuing  expansion  of  the  hospital's  services.  This  expansion  results 
from  new  discoveries  made  through  medical  research,  and  is  in  response  to  the  health 
care  needs  of  people. 

During  the  past  year  a  38-bed  rehabilitation  unit  has  opened  to  offer  short-term 
services  and  family  instruction  to  the  disabled.  The  chief  beneficiaries  of  this  program 
are  patients  with  strokes,  arthritis,  burns,  long-term  casts,  joint  replacement  surgery, 
brain  tumors,  spinal  cord  injuries,  hand  injuries,  and  some  cardiac  problems. 

A  new  six-bed  burn  unit  is  scheduled  to  open  soon.  This  unit  will  permit  the  isolation 
of  burn  patients  in  a  location  where  all  required  services  are  immediately  available. 

An  automatic  clinical  analyzer,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  state,  has  been  acquired  and 
put  into  operation.  This  fully  automated  analyzer,  which  uses  computer  technology, 
can  perform  more  than  200  tests.  It  analyzes  blood  serum  and  body  fluids  and  provides 
results  in  less  than  eight  minutes.  These  prompt  and  accurate  results  are  of  particular 
importance  in  critical  care  areas,  such  as  the  emergency  room. 

Another  new  ministry  is  a  program  of  home  visitation  for  children  with  cancer  and 
their  families.  A  team  consisting  of  physicians,  nurses,  a  psychologist  and  chaplains 
ministers  to  families  during  three  critical  periods:  when  a  child  has  received  a  recent 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  when  a  child  is  terminally  ill,  when  a  child  has  recently  died. 

Our  chaplains  lead  worship  services  in  Davis  Chapel,  which  are  replayed  to  all  patient 
rooms  by  closed-circuit  television.  They  also  provide  a  pastoral  ministry  to  patients, 
their  families  and  to  staff  members;  provide  more  than  15,000  hours  of  personal 
counselling  annually;  offer  personal  growth  and  enrichment  events  to  hundreds  of 
clergy  and  lay  persons  each  year;  and  conduct  the  largest  program  of  clinical  pastoral 
education  in  the  world.  Ministries  of  the  Pastoral  Care  department  are  made  accessible 
to  people  across  the  state  through  satellites  in  Fayetteville,  Raleigh,  Morganton  and 
Charlotte. 

Baptist  Hospital  has  actively  participated  in  the  Voluntary  Effort  to  keep  hospital 
costs  as  low  as  possible.  Our  hospital  and  several  of  its  employees  have  been  recognized 
and  received  awards  for  their  cost-saving  ideas  and  efforts.  Our  patients  benefit  in  that 
the  hospital's  room  rate  increase  this  year  —  despite  continuing  inflation  —  is  only  5^o, 
as  compared  to  an  annual  increase  of  6%  in  recent  years. 

In  recent  months  the  hospital's  oldest  building  —  "Old  Main"  —  has  been  torn 
down  and  a  new  six-story  Focus  Building  is  now  rising  on  this  site. 
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Our  hospital  staff  members  have  been  working  with  representatives  from  other 
denominational  agencies  and  with  leaders  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  to  promote 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  The  hospital  looks  forward  to  receiving  its  share 
of  this  offering,  as  gifts  from  churches  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  were  $196,516, 
as  compared  to  $388,122  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 
ELKIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  1979 

When  North  Carolina  Baptists  call  the  college/university  roll,  there  are  seven  reasons 
to  be  grateful  and  proud:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith, 
Wake  Forest  and  Wingate.  These  are  seven  of  fifty-three  colleges  and  universities 
supported  and  nurtured  by  state  conventions  within  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

According  to  the  latest  figures  printed  by  the  Education  Commission,  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  of  the  134,000  students  attending  the  fifty-three  Baptist  colleges  in 
the  convention,  almost  20,000  are  enrolled  in  our  North  Carolina  schools.  Thus,  15% 
of  all  Baptist  college  enrollments  are  located  in  this  state. 

The  1978-79  year  witnessed  change  and  progress.  Enrollments  were  stable;  budgets 
were  balanced;  Wingate  College  made  history  by  graduating  its  first  senior  class; 
Campbell,  once  known  as  a  senior  college,  announced  a  name  change  to  Campbell 
University;  the  Campbell  Law  School  graduated  its  first  class;  and  churches  all  across 
the  state  answered  the  Council's  request  for  names  and  addresses  of  prospective  college 
students.  In  the  main,  it  was  a  good  year  for  Baptist  colleges. 

All  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  now  aware  of  the  current  discussions  between  Wake 
Forest  and  the  Council  Committee  to  study  the  Wake  Forest  University  Proposal. 
Many  hours  of  study  and  work  have  been  given  by  that  Committee,  and  this  work  will 
continue,  at  least  until  the  convention  meets  in  Winston-Salem  on  November  13-14, 
1979.  The  Council  will  make  its  recommendation  to  the  General  Board,  and  the 
General  Board  will  report  and  recommend  to  the  convention  for  action.  The  Council  on 
Christian  Higher  Education  joins  in  encouraging  the  churches  to  elect  responsible  and 
informed  messengers  to  the  convention.  Decisions  made  concerning  the  continuation  of 
the  Wake  Forest/Convention  relationship  will  affect  the  life  and  work  of  the 
Convention  and  Wake  Forest  for  many  years  to  come. 

We  thank  you  for  supporting  the  colleges.  We  call  upon  the  churches  to  pray  for  all 
of  our  Baptist  work,  including  the  colleges.  We  look  forward  to  the  crucial  decisions  in 
the  fall  with  confidence  in  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  have  been  supporting  Christian 
higher  education  for  amost  150  years. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  contains  a  sizable 
portion  which  will  go  to  Christian  higher  education.  These  funds  will  be  used  to  provide 
scholarships  for  worthy  Baptist  students  across  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  my 
feeling  that  this  new  policy  concerning  the  utilization  of  funds  received  through  the 
North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.

SEMINARY  EXTENSION 
ELKIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  1979 

The  fervent  desire  of  those  who  work  in  the  Seminary  Extension  movement  is  to 
fulfill  competently  its  unique  role  in  Southern  Baptist  efforts  to  "enable  every  person  in 
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the  world  to  have  opportunity  to  hear  and  respond  to  the  gospel  of  Christ  by  the  year 
2000."  Dr.  Conally  Gamble,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Continuing  Education  for  Ministry,  says  that  Seminary  Extension  is  the  largest 
program  of  continuing  education  for  ministry  in  the  world  today.  Here  in  our  own 
state.  Dr.  Corbin  L.  Cooper  is  Director  of  our  Seminary  Extension  effort.  He  is  a 
friend  to  Baptist  churches  and  to  Baptist  pastors  and  wants  to  be  used  in  establishing 
continuing  education  programs  in  the  associations  of  our  state. 

Figures  are  not  yet  available  for  1979,  but  the  latest  statistics  reveal  that  North 
Carolina  enrolled  over  23%  of  the  people  in  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  Extension 
Centers  for  1978!  Our  state  enrolled  1 ,944  in  centers  and  129  in  courses  for  home  study. 
We  reported  61  centers  for  continuing  education  located  throughout  the  state. 

It  is  our  fervent  hope  that  in  January  1981,  our  Elkin  Association  will  establish  a 
Seminary  Extension  Center.  Such  a  center  could  serve  vital  needs  for  pastors  and  lay 
leaders  in  equipping  them  for  more  effective  ministry  and  service  to  Christ. 

Seminary  Extension  offers  a  variety  of  quality  courses  to  pastors  and  laymen  who 
wish  to  experience  ministry  training  opportunites  beyond  the  college  or  seminary 
campus.  Two  ways  to  study  include  group  learning  experiences  in  centers  and 
personalized  learning  through  home  study.  Three  curricula  are  available:  The  basic 
curriculum,  the  college-level  curriculum,  and  continuing  education  for  seminary 
alumni. 

Southern  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  may  be  proud  of  the  largest  statewide  seminary 
extension  program  in  the  United  States.  Southern  Baptist  churches  may  also  be  proud 
of  the  large  number  of  pastors  and  lay  people  who  are  concerned  enough  about  their 
effectiveness  in  the  kingdom's  work  that  they  will  give  the  time  and  energy  necessary 
for  further  preparation.  It  is  our  fervent  hope  and  prayer  that  when  our  own  seminary 
extension  center  opens,  it  will  receive  the  unqualified  support  of  every  pastor  and 
church  in  the  Elkin  Association.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

In  the  year  1816  a  group  of  distinguished  clergymen,  business  men  and  educators  met 
in  New  York  City  to  draft  a  constitution  for  a  single  Bible  Society  to  serve  all  the  states 
and  the  frontier  as  well. 

A  SERVANT  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

The  Bible  Society  is  not  a  Church.  Its  efforts  are  limited  to  the  translation, 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  scriptures.  The  Bible  Society  makes  the  scriptures 
available  in  hundreds  of  different  formats  and  languages  in  more  than  60  locations 
throughout  the  world.  Bible  Society  Scriptures  are  sold  rather  than  given  away.  The 
seller  must  convince  the  buyer  that  the  scriptures  are  something  of  value.  More  than 
10,000  people  —  men,  women  and  children  —  have  joined  hands  with  the  American 
Bible  Society  as  volunteers,  they  find  ways  to  share  the  word  of  God  for  those  who  do 
not  have  it.  They  promote  and  support  the  work  of  the  Bible  Society. 

TO  THE  ENDS  OF THE  EARTH 

Beyond  the  borders  of  the  United  States,  the  American  Bible  Society  carries  on  its 
mission  throughout  the  United  feible  Society,  a  cooperative  fellowship  of  57  national 
Bible  societies  serving  more  than  150  countries  and  territories. 
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The  American  Bible  Society  underwrites  about  half  the  world  service  budget  of  the 
United  Bible  Society.  A  budget  of  $11, 000,000  annually  supports  scripture  translation, 
publication  and  distribution  programs  in  the  parts  of  the  world  where  the  financial 
resource  of  the  local  Bible  Society  and  Christian  community  are  not  sufficient  to  pay 
the  full  cost  of  meeting  the  scripture  needs  of  the  people.  Fifteen  other  Bible  societies 
contribute  to  the  world  service  budget. 

If  the  Bible  Society  is  to  fulfill  its  commission  in  the  next  few  years,  then  a  great  deal 
more  help  will  be  needed.  Churches  and  denominations  will  have  to  increase  their 
support.  Church  gifts  have  remained  the  same  level  for  several  years,  while  inflation 
has  increased  costs  and  the  world  potential  for  scripture  distribution  has  multiplied. 

"The  fields  are  white  unto  harvest, 
The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous 
but  the  laborers  are  few." 

The  fondest  hopes  of  the  American  Bible  Society  founders  have  been  more  than 
fulfilled.  What  was  rhetoric  in  1816  has  become  reality  today. 

But  still  the  word  of  God  remains  a  closed  book  for  more  than  half  the  world's 
population  who  have  never  received  any  part  of  the  Bible  in  a  form  they  can  read  for 
themselves  and  understand.  The  challenge  is  overwhelming.  Your  help  is  desperately 
needed  to  share  the  Good  News  with  all  people  through  the  American  Bible  Society.

ANNUITY  AND  RETIREMENT 

The  year  1978  was  a  "banner  year"  and  a  year  of  challenge  for  the  Annuity  Board  in 
servicing  churches  and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  according  to  Dr. 
Darold  H.  Morgan,  president. 

Among  the  challenges  he  listed  were  extremes  of  market  variations,  staggering 
pressures  of  escalating  costs,  changes  in  personnel  and  organizations,  and  the  eroding 
presence  of  governmental  regulations. 

The  banner  side  highlights  included: 

1.  A  "13th  Check"  equalling  an  additional  full  month's  benefit  and  amounting  to 
$1,036,914  was  mailed  to  almost  10,000  annuitants  in  Board  retirement  programs. 

2.  A  total  of  $25,558,  637  was  paid  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits.  Insurance 
benefits  through  church,  agency  and  seminarian  programs  topped  $13  million. 

3.  An  Endowment  Department,  designed  to  seek  funds  for  undergirding  protection 
programs,  was  established.  A  goal  of  $25  million  by  1988  was  set. 

4.  New  churches  in  the  retirement  program  numbered  630,  a  record  enrollment.  New 
pastors  and  church  employees  totaled  2,545,  with  3,721  members  upgraded  programs. 

5.  Participants  in  the  new  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  grew  to  6,066. 
Family  Benefits  Section  (Plan  A)  counted  23,986  members,  and  Age  Security  Section 
(Plan  B)  recorded  a  marked  increase  from  33,062  in  1977  to  44,324.  Variable  Benefit 
Section  (Plan  C)  membership  declined  from  4,885  to  4,217. 
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6.  Premium  income  reached  $51,797,996  (includes  relieO-  Total  assets  climbed  to 
$569,734,471,  compared  with  $498,977,661  a  year  earlier. 

In  North  Carolina  as  of  March  31 ,  1979,  2,953  staff  members  of  2,290  churches  and 
associations  are  participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program. 

In  Elkin  Association  16  churches  and  19  staff  members  are  participating  in  the 
retirement  program.

This  has  been  a  news  worthy  year  and  the  Recorder  has  tried  to  keep  you  informed. 
Wake  Forest  University  and  its  relationship  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  continues 
to  be  in  the  news  and  you  can  depend  on  the  Recorder  to  strive  for  fairness  and 
responsible  coverage. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Houston  was  another  important  story  this  year 
and  as  always,  the  Recorder  was  there. 

Even  though  the  Recorder  prides  itself  in  coverage  of  denominational  news  and 
events,  it  devotes  more  space  to  the  local  church  than  any  other  state  paper  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Recorder  believes  in  the  local  church  as  the 
foundation  stone  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do  together  as  Southern  Baptists.  Strong 
churches  result  in  a  strong  denomination.

DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

A  part  of  my  role  as  Director  of  Missions  is  to  be  a  cheerleader  for  you,  the  Folks  of 
Elkin  Baptist  Association. 
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There  are  a  number  of  things  to  cheer  about,  definite  signs  of  growth  in  our 
awareness  of  what  an  association  is  all  about: 

1.  We  now  have  a  Pastors'  Conference,  meeting  each  second  Tuesday  of  the  month 
for  fellowship  and  sharing  in  the  work  of  the  ministry.  This  group  has  been  a  sustaining 
strong  right  arm  in  everything  done  in  the  association  during  the  past  year. 

2.  You  are  getting  more  training  for  the  work  of  the  Lord,  going  to  Ridgecrest,  to 
Caraway  and  Mundo  Vista  in  addition  to  conferences  in  the  association  and  nearby. 
Eleven  of  your  officers  went  to  the  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest,  seven  of 
your  Vacation  Bible  School  leaders  went  to  Ridgecrest  for  training.  David  Turner  went 
to  Church  Training  Week  at  Ridgecrest.  Jim  Bradley  went  to  Sunday  School  Week. 
Van  loads  of  the  WMU  workers  went  to  various  conferences.  All  of  this  training  is 
showing  up  in  a  better  concept  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do. 

3.  You  are  developing  new  ministries.  There  is  the  Youth  Ministry  under  the  direction 
of  Mike  Lane,  the  Senior  Adult  Ministry  under  the  direction  of  Margaret  Walters,  the 
Family  Life  Ministry  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Ed  Richardson,  your  Prayer  Task 
Force  under  the  direction  of  Faye  Fincannon.  All  of  these  are  new  efforts  on  your  part 
to  develop  a  meaningful  work  here  in  the  association. 

4.  One  response  to  the  World  Missions  Conference  was  to  plan  another  for  April  of 
1981 ,  and  many  of  you  are  already  laying  aside  money  for  the  support  of  that  effort  to 
bring  missionaries  into  the  association  for  face  to  face  reporting  on  the  progress  of  the 
gospel  around  the  world.

I  think  of  the  exceptional  work  done  by  the  Youth  Choir  of  Oak  Grove  under 
the  direction  of  Mary  Blackburn,  the  witnessing  of  the  Youth  Choir  of  Poplar  Springs, 
under  the  direction  of  Darla  Cockerham,  the  extensive  tours  and  programs  given  by  the 
young  people  of  First  Church,  Elkin,  under  the  direction  of  Joe  Rust.  I  think  of  the 
Associational  Youth  Night  when  seven  of  your  church  choirs  met  together  for  an 
evening  of  praise  and  worship  with  a  110  voice  choir  of  young  people.  That  is 
encouraging. 

7.  You  have  increased  the  size  of  THE  LEAF,  your  monthly  newsletter,  developing  it 
into  a  printed  paper  complete  with  pictures  of  activity.  Many  of  you  are  interested 
enough  to  send  in  items  of  news  to  be  included,  sharing  what  the  Lord  is  doing  in  your 
midst.

Constitution 

PREAMBLE 

As  Baptists,  we  believe  that  the  New  Testament  records  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
individual  Christians  and  churches  in  the  first  century  to  express  their  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  bear  witness  to  His  Lordship;  thereof,  contemporary  New  Testament  churches 
composed  of  individuals  who  have  entered  into  covenant  can  voluntarily  relate 
themselves  to  each  other  through  an  Association  as  one  way  to  express  their  covenant 
relationship  as  the  people  of  God,  and  to  advance  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  do  together  those  things  that  the  churches 
themselves  cannot  do  well  separately. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  11  —  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

ARTICLE  III  —  COVEN  ANT 

Being  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  enter  into  covenant  as  an  Association 
of  churches,  we  join  ourselves  together  through  this  larger  fellowship; 

To  watch  over  one  another  in  love  and  to  nurture  the  spiritual  welfare  and  fellowship 
of  all  the  churches  in  the  Association; 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  consideration  of  our  Christian  faith  and  the  evaluation  of 
those  points  of  doctrine  and  policy  which  affect  our  life  together; 

To  assist  the  churches  in  planning,  conducting,  evaluating,  and  improving  their 
programs  of  work  designed  to  reach  their  objectives; 

To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  both  within  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  our  Association;  and 

To  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information  and  assistance  between  the  covenanting 
churches,  and  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  and  their  agencies,  and  to 
maintain  interaction  with  community  agencies,  and  other  Christian  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  STATEMENT  OF  FAITH 

The  statement  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  May  9,  1963,  shall  be  accepted  as  setting  forth  the  essential  teachings 
which  we  believe  and  propogate. 
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Copies  of  this  statement  shall  be  available  to  any  person,  at  any  time,  in  the 
Associational  Office. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  shall  consist  of  Baptist  churches  which  freely  enter 
into  the  covenant  relationship  with  one  another  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  which 
affirm  a  common  confession  of  faith,  which  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
governing  the  Association's  Hfe  and  function,  and  which  share  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Association. 

Membership  in  the  Association  may  be  terminated  at  the  initiation  of  the  church  or 
of  the  Association. 


ARTICLE  VI  —  MEETINGS 


This  Association  shall  hold  two  meetings  annually,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the 
fall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  body  may  designate. 
The  Associational  year  shall  be  from  September  1  to  August  31. 


ARTICLE  VII  —  REPRESENTATION 

Representation  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  by  the  pastor  and  four  other 
messengers  from  each  church  having  up  to  300  resident  members;  thereafter,  one 
additional  messenger  for  every  100  resident  members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  (preferably  at  the  time  other  officers  and 
teachers  are  elected  for  the  church  year)  shall  serve  for  the  Associational  year  in  which 
they  are  elected.  One  of  the  elected  messengers  shall  be  designated  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  committee. 


ARTICLE  VIII  —  OFFICERS 


Section  1.  List  of  Officers:  This  Association  shall  elect  annually  a  Moderator, 
Vice-moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  other  officers  that  are  deemed  necessary  tor  the 
proper  functions  of  this  body. 

All  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  fall  session,  except  the 
organizational  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  spring  session. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Officers: 

Sub-section  A.  Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  and  Steering  committees. 
The  Moderator  shall  assist  the  Associational  Missionary  and  other  officers  in  their 
respective  duties. 

suD-seciion  u.  vice-Moderator:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Moderator  to  preside 
at  the  meetmgs  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 
The  Vice  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  committee. 

The  Clerk  shall  appoint  a  registrar  to  register  visitors  and  messengers  to  sessions  of 
the  Association. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  collected 
and  distributed.  The  Treasurer  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive  committee 
quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 
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ARTICLE  IX  —  COMMITTEES 


The  Association  shall  have  such  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  work  effectively  and  efficiently. 

In  addition  to  the  following  standing  committees,  the  Association  shall  authorize 
such  special  committees  as  it  needs  for  specific  duties  not  assigned  to  a  standing 
committee. 

Section  1,  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  Officers  of  the  Association,  the 
pastors  of  the  churches,  and  one  layman  from  each  church.  This  committee  shaU  meet 
midway  between  sessions  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association.  Other  meetings 
may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the  moderator  or  at  the  request  of  the  Steering 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Church  Training  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Director,  Music  Director,  Library  Pres.,  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  and  two  pastors. 

This  committee  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  committee  and  shall 
meet  as  required  with  the  associational  missionary  to  plan,  promote  and  make 
recommendations  to  said  committee. 

Section  3.  Program  Committee,  composed  of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be 
recommended  by  the  associational  nominating  committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be 
the  moderator,  vice-moderator,  and  associational  missionary. 

This  committee  shall  plan  the  programs  for  the  associational  meetings  in  the  spring 
and  fall. 

Section  4.  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  members  representing  the 
various  geographical  areas  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  recommend 
persons  for  associational  offices,  the  program  committee,  and  the  nominating 
committee  for  the  next  associational  year. 

Section  5.  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  each  member  being 
from  six  different  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association,  with  ex-officio  members,  the 
Associational  Director  of  Missions,  the  Associational  Treasurer,  and  the  Moderator. 

This  shall  be  a  rotating  committee.  Each  member  will  serve  three  years  and  rotate  off 
the  committee  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  The  nominating  committee  shall  bring 
before  the  body  at  each  fall  session  two  new  nominees  from  two  different  churches  of 
those  now  serving.  The  election  of  said  nominees  or  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be 
yearly. 

This  shall  be  a  continuing  committee  that  will  not,  as  a  whole,  be  re-elected  every 
year. 

This  committee,  with  the  aid  of  the  two  ex-officio  members,  shall  direct  the  needs 
that  arise  in  the  finances  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 


ARTICLE  X  —  AUTONOMY 

The  Association  and/or  the  Executive  committee  has  no  power  to  exercise 
ecclesiastical  authority  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  autonomy  of  the  local  churches 
in  the  Association  except  as  each  church  disciplines  itself  to  maintaining  the 
associational  covenant. 

The  Association  shall  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  churches. 
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ARTICLE  XI  —  GOVERNMENT 


The  associational  meetings  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  latest  edition  of 
"Robert's  Rules  of  Order."  The  moderator  will  need  to  exercise  patience  with  members 
who  may  not  be  well  versed  in  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  rules  of  order  shall  be 
so  used  that  the  will  of  the  body  may  be  fully  and  freely  expressed. 


ARTICLE  XII  —  ADOPTION  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  Upon  its  final  adoption  by  the  Association,  this  constitution  shall  become 
effective  immediately;  it  shall  supercede  and  rescind  all  previous  actions  or  policies  of 
the  Association  which  may  conflict  with  its  provisions. 

Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  a 
written  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  presented  at  the  first  session  and  voted  on 
and  passed  favorably  at  the  second  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional  period  and 
closed  with  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  words  of 
God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  practice. 

3.  We  beheve  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  beheve  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteousness 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  true  blievers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and  that  the 
joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  of  the 
Presbytery.

The  One-Hundredth  Second  Annual  Spring  Session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association 
met  with  West  Elkin  Baptist  Church  on  April  10,  1980.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Bill  Pruitt.  The  host  pastor  Rev.  David  Brown  welcomed  the 
churches  and  made  announcements.

After  the  singing  of  "Leaning  On  The  Everlasting  Arms",  Organizational  Reports 
were  given  by  the  following  Departments:  Woman's  Missionary  Union  -  Mrs.  Merele 
Turner,  Church  Ministries  and  Training  -  David  Turner,  Sunday  School  -  Rev.  Charles 
Lethcoe,  Vacation  Bible  School  -  Rev.  Glenn  Byrd,  Brotherhood  -  Bill  Davidson,  Mr. 
Davidson  reported  one  new  Brotherhood,  Macedonia,  Evangelism  -  Rev.  Kenneth 
Hyde,  Music  -  Johnny  Settle. 

During  a  short  business  session  Dr.  Dwane  Campbell  brought  before  the  session  the 
need  of  missionary  work  among  the  Migrant  workers  and  other  area  missionary  needs 
in  our  community.  After  hearing  Dr.  Campbell  report  a  few  of  the  reasons  for  this 
need,  he  made  a  motion  that  was  seconded  by  Rev.  Charles  Lethcoe,  that  the 
Moderator  appoint  a  committee  to  work  on  this  project,  the  vote  was  unanimous.

SUPPORT  TEAM 

TASK  FORCE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

This  Task  Force  was  elected  two  years  ago  with  the  assigned  task  of  encouraging 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  enroll  150,000  new  people  in  Sunday  School  by  1982. 
The  following  information  was  given: 

1 .  During  the  past  fifteen  years  Sunday  School  enrollment  has  decreased  130,000. 

2.  An  effort  to  determine  how  this  happened  produced  the  following: 

a.  Teachers  used  to  gather  and  teach.  Now  they  only  teach. 

b.  Sunday  School  used  to  be  a  major  emphasis.  Now  it  is  one  of  many  good 
emphases. 

3.  A  letter  was  sent  to  each  pastor  in  the  state  suggesting  goals  for  that  particular 
church. 
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4.  A  program  was  designed  to  take  to  the  pastors .  This  has  been  taken  into  40  of  the 
80  associations. 

5.  North  Carolina  Baptists  use  Sunday  School  as  the  principle  way  to  teach  the 
Bible. 

6.  Efforts  in  Sunday  School  enlistment  have  a  lot  to  do  with  evangelism.  What  is 
done  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  has  a  lot  to  do  with  whether  we  become  just  a 
presence,  or  continue  to  be  a  force  inside  the  religious  life  of  the  state. 

7.  Sunday  School  enrollment  in  North  Carolina  continues  to  slip  backward.  It  is 
hoped  this  trend  will  level  off  and  turn  by  1982.  Dr.  Sherman  did  not  feel  the 
Bold  Mission  goal  for  Sunday  School  could  be  obtained  by  1 982. 

CHURCH  TRAINING 

How  many  times  have  we  said  to  ourselves,  'I  wish  I  knew  more  about  the  Bible'.  The 
Sunday  School  Board  has  made  this  possible  through  Church  Training  Literature. 

The  literature  is  now  based  on  'come  study  together',  and  Church  training  isn't 
necessarily  meant  to  be  just  on  Sunday  nights,  but  any  night  or  any  time  the  church 
desires  to  have  it. 

This  year  Church  Training  in  the  Elkin  Association  has  made  progress.  For  more 
than  twenty  years  we  haven't  had  a  children's  Bible  Drill,  but  this  year  we  had  two 
Associational  winners.  Tammy  Wagoner,  Friendship  Baptist  Church  and  Ann  Pauley, 
Ronda  First  Baptist  Church.  Tammy  came  back  home  as  a  state  winner.  I  hope  that  our 
churches  will  become  interested  in  the  Bible  Drill  and  support  their  children  and  Youth 
this  year. 

At  West  Elkin  on  November  24,  at  7:30  p.m.  we  will  have  our  M-Night  Service. 
Make  plans  to  be  there.  You  don't  have  to  have  a  Church  Training  to  be  present.  This 
service  is  open  to  all  who  want  to  be  involved  for  Christ.

EVANGELISM 

All  Baptists  are  urged  to  participate  in  the  Joint  Statewide  Evangelistic  Crusade  in 
1982.  The  theme  will  be  "Here's  Hope".  Interpretation  Meetings  will  be  scheduled 
across  the  state  to  share  suggested  plans  and  basic  thrusts  for  the  1982  Joint  Crusade 
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effort,  which  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  General  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  Simultaneous  Revival  dates  for  the  three 
areas  of  our  state  are:  Coastal  -  March  14-28;  Piedmont  -  April  4-18;  and  Mountain  - 
April  25-May  9,  1982.  Every  church  is  encouraged  to  plan  a  revival  meeting  during  one 
of  these  suggested  dates.  Let  us  pray  daily  that  every  unsaved  person  in  North  Carolina 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  the  gospel  of  Christ  by  the  end  of  1982. 

"Bold  Witnessing  Churches"  was  the  theme  of  the  34th  Statewide  Evangelism 
Conference,  February  4-5,  1980,  at  First  Baptist  Church  and  War  Memorial 
Auditorium,  Greensboro.  Eight  practical  Evangehsm  Conferences,  related  to  helps  for 
growing  churches  and  discipling  members,  were  held  during  the  first  afternoon  session 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro.  About  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  heard 
inspirational  speakers  at  War  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Recently  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  approved  the  department 
name  change  from  Department  of  Youth  and  Renewal  Evangelism  to  Department  of 
Personal  Evangelism.  Richard  W.  Everett  is  director  of  this  department.  His 
department  work  now  includes  various  phases  of  witnessing  training  for  youth  and 
adults. 

Fifty-four  associations  have  now  involved  their  churches  in  a  Bold  Evangehsm 
Clinic,  encouraging  church  leaders  to  plan  specific,  on-going  programs  of  evangelism  in 
the  local  church,  with  the  use  of  the  notebook,  Bold  Evangelism  through  the  Local 
Church.  The  other  associations  in  our  state  are  asked  to  plan  a  Bold  Evangelism  Clinic 
this  fall  or  next  spring.  Also,  every  church  is  urged  to  enlist  a  Local  Church  Task  Force 
on  Evangelism  to  involve  more  members  in  direct  witnessing  to  unsaved  persons. 

New  materials  on  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  prepared  by  the  Evangelism  Section  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  are  now  available  for  use  by  our  churches.  The  Lay  Evangelism 
School  is  a  one-week  effort  to  train  youth  and  adults  to  become  more  effective 
witnesses  for  Christ  to  the  lost. 

Evangelism  Clinics  for  bi-vocational  pastors  are  now  being  held  across  the  state  to 
assist  pastors  of  rural-small  churches,  and  churches  with  no  baptisms  in  practical  ways 
of  evangehsm  planning  to  involve  members  in  witnessing. 

Thousands  of  youth  were  involved  in  the  10th  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism 
Conference  at  Greensboro  Cohseum  on  Friday,  August  15,  1980.  A  Discipleship 
Seminar  was  held  during  the  afternoon  session  at  Immanuel  Church.  We  thank  God  for 
the  hundreds  of  youth  who  have  made  various  decisions  for  Christ  during  this  ten  year 
period. 

The  35th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  in  Asheville  during  February 
2-3,  1981. 

The  Elkin  Valley  Baptist  Church  was  the  Host  church  for  the  Associational  Lay 
Evangelism  School  October  8-11,  1979.  There  were  ten  churches  who  participated  with 
an  enrollment  of  eighty-two  persons,  there  was  one  profession  of  faith  reported  from 
the  Thursday  night  visitation. 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  is  making  plans  for  bold  evangehsm  in  the  future  by 
joining  with  all  the  other  Associations  of  Wilkes  County  in  a  three  year  intensive  effort 
of  reaching  every  home  in  the  area  with  the  gospel  within  this  period.  To  accomplish 
this  great  goal,  we  shall  have  mail  outs  of  the  gospel,  lay  evangehsm  schools,  door  to 
door  visitation,  simultaneous  revivals,  and  area  wide  crusades. 

We  pray  that  the  next  three  years  will  be  the  greatest  years  ever  in  reaching  the  lost  of 
this  area  to  the  glory  of  our  great  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Since  its  founding  164  years  ago,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  offered  the  people 
of  the  world  more  than  3  million  opportunities  to  read  at  least  some  portion  of  God's 
word.  Starting  with  6,410  Bibles  in  1864,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  increased  to 
more  than  250  million  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections. 

Following  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  Bible  work  made  possible  through  your 
gifts  in  1979. 

Africa 

More  than  one  million  Scriptures  reached  the  people  of  Uganda  (an  increase  of  90  per 
cent).  A  490  percent  increase  was  experienced  throughout  Angola,  a  211  per  cent  in 
Cameroun  where  there  is  a  great  thirst  for  the  word  of  God,  this  was  caused  by  revival 
movements  throughout  the  country.  A  298  per  cent  increase  in  North  Africa  made 
possible  by  a  wide  acceptance  of  the  new  Today's  Arabic  Version  of  the  Scriptures. 


Asia 

Burma,  Nepal,  Papua  New  Guinea  and  Syria  more  than  doubled  their  distribution  of 
scripture  in  1979.  This  was  made  possible  by  mass  distribution  campaigns  carried  out 
by  teams  of  Bible  Society  Workers. 

Latin  American 

The  Newly  published  complete  Bible  in  Spanish  helped  to  achieve  a  10  per  cent 
increase  in  Bible  distribution  in  Latin  America.  In  many  countries,  such  as  Brazil, 
Dominican  RepubHc,  Paraguay  and  Peru,  these  Scriptures  as  well  as  New  Reader 
Portions  are  being  used  in  the  public  schools. 

Europe 

The  most  significant  developments  in  Bible  work  during  1979  occurred  in  Eastern 
Europe.  A  59  per  cent  increase  in  1979.  This  success  is  due  to  an  overall  increase  of  27.5 
per  cent  in  distribution  of  new  testaments  throughout  all  of  Europe  and  a  17.7  percent 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  complete  Bibles. 

The  United  States 

The  ABS  distributed  108,882,672  Scriptures  in  the  United  States  alone  during  1979. 
260,000  Scriptures  were  distributed  by  the  Alabama  Baptist  Convention  in  a  campaign 
to  reach  every  home  in  the  state  with  some  part  of  God's  word.  120,000  special 
imprinted  portions  in  English,  Spanish  and  Navago  were  distributed  by  the  New 
Mexico  Baptist  Convention. 

40  English/Russian  Sermon  on  the  Mount  Selections  were  presented  to  Russian 
students  by  the  Baptist  Student  Union  of  Georgia  Tech.  277,000  Luke-Acts  portions 
were  prepared  for  Baptists  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota.  Other 
pubHcations  include  "Good  News  for  Mississippi"  for  the  Baptist  Convention  and 
Spanish  edition  of  the  "Discovery"  New  Testament  entitled  "Encuentro"  with  31 
pages  of  study  aids  for  National  Student  Ministries. 
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Translations 


Twenty-seven  languages  were  added  in  1979  to  the  list  of  languages  and  dialects  in 
which  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published.  Bokyi  spoken  in  Nigeria  and 
Moldavian  spoken  in  Moldavis,  Soviet  Russia.  The  number  of  languages  in  which  at 
least  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  as  of  December  1979  was  1,685. 


Volunteers 


The  number  of  dedicated  Christians  who  are  devoting  both  time  and  effort  to  the 
Bible  cause  rose  to  over  35,000  volunteers  in  1979.  More  than  13,000  of  these 
Volunteers  are  Church  Representatives  who  actively  promote  American  Bible  Society 
Scriptures  and  programs  in  their  local  Churches.  Over  2,600  Volunteers  maintain 
Scripture  Courtesy  Centers  in  their  homes  or  business  establishments  where  ABS 
Scriptures  can  be  purchased  by  the  general  public.

The  tremendous  advances  achieved  for  the  Bible  cause  during  1979  were  made 
possible  because  of  gifts  received  from  organizations  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

There  are  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  and  universities:  Campbell, 
Chowan,  Gardner- Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Wake  Forest  and  Wingate.  Baptist  in 
their  roots  and  their  affections,  these  schools  are  Baptists'  educational  mission  in  our 
state.  There  are  53  such  colleges,  including  these  seven,  related  to  state  conventions 
within  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  highest  priority  of  your  Baptist  colleges  is  to  serve  God  and  man  through 
Christian  higher  education.  Ours  is  a  secular  world  which  views  life  and  history,  and 
even  man  himself,  as  having  no  overarching  purpose. 

To  this  hopeless  view  of  the  world,  the  Christian  church  through  its  colleges  and 
universities  has  an  essential  message.  The  message  is  that  creation  has  purpose,  life  has 
meaning  and  direction  and  persons  created  in  the  image  of  God  have  eternal 
significance. 

The  task  of  the  Christian  college  is  large  and  complex:  searching  for  answers  to 
perplexing  problems;  guiding  the  lives  of  youth  who  have  been  greatly  influenced  by  the 
values  of  a  secular  society;  and  interpreting  this  task  in  love  and  with  reason  to  those 
who  do  not  always  understand  the  difficulty  of  the  college  task. 

Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  see  themselves  as  you  see  them,  as  a  valuable 
part  of  Christian  missions.  They  operate  out  of  the  conviction  that  God's  Holy  Spirit 
leads  persons  in  the  discovery  of  truth,  that  through  the  Bible  God  has  given  us  a 
sufficient  guide  for  faith  and  practice,  and  that  man  is  a  sinner  by  nature  who  cannot 
save  himself  or  redeem  the  world  in  which  he  lives. 

Baptist  young  people  are  sought  and  welcomed  by  Baptist  colleges.  We  call  upon  the 
churches,  through  pastors  and  other  leaders,  to  encourage  Baptist  youth  to  apply  for 
admission  to  Baptist  colleges.  When  they  do,  a  creative  blending  of  Christian 
education,  financial  assistance  and  spiritual  guidance  will  help  to  shape  them  as 
tomorrow's  leaders  in  the  church,  community,  state  and  nation. 

We  thank  you  for  your  support  of  the  colleges.  We  request  your  earnest  prayers  for 
each  of  them.  _  .

SEMINARY  EXTENSION 

People  who  work  with  Seminary  Extension  believe  that  learning  is  something  which 
should  take  place  throughout  life.  Learning  is  also  something  which  should  prepare 
individuals  for  life's  significant  tasks. 

Seminary  Extension  is  a  movement  born  out  of  an  expressed  need  within  Southern 
Baptist  life  for  ministry  training  opportunities  beyond  the  college  or  seminary  campus. 
Its  goal  is  to  bring  continuing  theological  education  within  reach  of  ministers  and  lay 
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church  leaders,  regardless  of  age,  geographical  location,  or  level  of  formal  educational 
background. 

More  than  10,000  persons  currently  are  enrolled  in  one  or  more  courses.  Seminary 
Extension  students  are  in  all  fifty  states  and  a  number  of  foreign  countries.  Eighty 
percent  of  these  attend  classes  in  one  of  the  approximately  400  Seminary  Extension 
centers. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  help  underwrite  the  cost  of  study  with  Seminary  Extension 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  budget.  This  subsidy  helps  keep  the  cost  per  course 
within  a  range  every  student  can  afford.  This  is  a  major  reason  why  our  state  has  had 
the  largest  statewide  Seminary  Extension  program  in  the  United  States  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year. 

During  the  past  year  78  Seminary  Extension  centers  have  been  active  throughout 
North  Carolina.  These  include  16  centers  among  General  Baptists  established  in 
connection  with  Shaw  Divinity  School  in  Raleigh. 

This  is  the  first  year  the  department  has  offered  courses  for  prison  inmates.  Five 
classes  were  held  in  two  prisons  with  127  inmates  participating.  Also,  20  inmates 
enrolled  in  a  total  of  30  courses  in  independent  study  in  10  prisons.  This  program  is 
providing  some  exciting  resuUs,  but  it  faces  financial  difficulty.

We  also  purchased  supplies  to  be 
used  in  starting  new  Hbraries,  and  we  have  copies  of  "How  to  Start  a  Church  Media 
Center  on  a  Shoestring",  for  anyone  interested  in  starting  a  new  library  or  Media 
Center. 

Solomon  said  that  Adam's  knowledge  of  truth  comes  from  reading.  We  must  be 
selective  in  what  we  read.  By  reading  books  from  our  Church  Libraries  we  can  feel  sure 
that  what  we  read  is  selected  with  much  care  and  prayer.  We  are  eager  to  assist  each 
church  in  its  Media  Center  Ministry.  Please  pray  for  us.

Never  has  there  been  more  misinformation  circulated  among  Baptist  people.  Those 
who  do  not  receive  the  Recorder  are  easy  victims  for  all  types  of  misleading  stories  and 
rumors. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  that  14  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association  are  receiving  the 
Recorder,  12  have  the  every  Family  plan,  2  have  a  club  plan.  There  are  8  churches  in  the 
association  not  receiving  Recorder .  We  trust  these  will  see  that  their  church  start  at 
least  a  club  plan  this  year. 

Faced  with  the  same  inflationary  pressures  that  every  family  has  these  days,  the 
Recorder  has  managed  to  get  through  another  year  without  an  increase  in  subscription 
rates.  A  church  can  still  send  the  Recorder  to  resident  famihes  for  only  $.07  a  week  per 
family,  less  than  half  the  cost  of  a  first  class  stamp  and  the  best  bargain  in  Christian 
literature  to  be  found  anywhere.  Thus  the  Recorder  is  doing  its  best  to  hold  the  line  by 
getting  out  a  good  paper  at  reasonable  cost.

ANNUITY  BOARD 
"Achievement,  Ministry  and  Growth" 

While  serving  Southern  Baptist  churches  and  agencies  in  1979,  the  Annuity  Board 
marked  a  period  of  "achievement,  ministry  and  growth  in  practically  every  phase  of  its 
work,"  according  to  Dr.  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president. 

Key  statistical  highlights  in  1979  included: 

1.  A  13th  Check  amounting  to  10  per  cent  of  a  year's  benefit  was  mailed  to  most 
annuitants  in  December  1979. 

2.  A  total  of  $19,131,539  on  retirement  benefits  was  paid. 

3.  Insurance  benefits  through  the  Board's  church,  agency  and  seminary  programs 
amounted  to  $13,067,338. 

4.  Total  assets  held  in  trust  at  the  close  of  the  year  equaled  $667,521,987.  This  figure 
represented  a  growth  of  $97,787,516  over  1978's  total. 
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5.  Premium  income  totaled  $69,548,849,  including  contributions  and  relief  receipts. 
A  total  of  $35, 348, 300  was  designated  for  the  Fixed  Fund  investment  plan,  $2,332,  869 
was  earmarked  for  the  Balanced  Fund  and  $12,121,729  went  into  Plan  A.  Insurance 
premiums  totaled  $14,291,178. 

6.  At  the  close  of  1979,  the  Board  counted  22,879  church  and  agency  member 
accounts  in  Plan  A,  43,927  in  the  Fixed  Fund  investment  plan,  4,934  in  the  Balanced 
Fund  and  3,943  in  the  Variable  Fund.

THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

This  is  the  60th  birthday  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation. 

Chartered  in  1920,  it  was  born  out  of  a  need  to  provide  a  channel  for  gifts  and 
bequests  which  would  be  held  in  trust.  Thus  Baptist  people  were  enabled  to  have  a 
continuing  part  in  support  of  every  mission  effort,  every  ministry  of  Baptist ,  even  after 
their  own  deaths.  Through  these  sixty  years,  your  Baptist  Foundation  has  received, 
administered,  and  distributed  gifts  to  Baptist  colleges,  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for 
the  Aging,  foreign  and  home  missions,  state  missions,  Baptist  Hospital,  churches, 
associations,  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Foundation  receives  no  money  for  its  own 
use  -  it  only  serves  as  trustee  for  all  these  Baptist  causes. 

Born  of  a  bold  idea,  it  fulfills  its  mission  today  giving  each  Baptist  the  opportunity  to 
be  part  of  Bold  Missions  now  -  and  forever! 

The  Foundation  accepts  gifts  for  Baptist  causes  in  a  variety  of  ways.  The  most 
frequently  used  method  is  a  testamentary  gift.  This  is  simply  a  transfer  of  assets 
through  a  Will.  During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  Staff  has  attempted  through 
Pastors'  Conferences,  senior  citizens  groups,  Baptist  Women  and  Baptist  Men  groups 
and  through  personal  conferences  with  individuals  to  enable  the  people  to  extend  their 
stewardship  beyond  life  through  the  use  of  a  Will.  A  touching  and  dramatic  film,  *'A 
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Better  Way"  depicting  the  necessity  for  every  adult  to  have  a  Will,  has  been  made 
available  by  the  Foundation  for  distribution  to  any  church  or  group  requesting  it  from 
the  Film  Library  Department  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

A  second  way  the  Foundation  receives  gifts  to  support  Baptist  causes  is  through 
charitable  trusts.  Trusts  have  been  established  through  Wills,  through  purchase  of  gift 
annuities  and  through  establishment  of  annuity  trusts. 

The  Foundation  has  received  Memorial  gifts  to  deceased  loved  ones.  A  fund  to  assist 
Fruitland  Bible  Insitute  has  been  created.  Gifts  of  real  estate  for  the  support  of 
Southeastern  Seminary,  local  churches  and  foreign  missions  have  been  received.  One 
annuity  trust  was  established  with  the  income,  after  the  death  of  the  annuitants,  to  be 
used  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  its  effort  to  assist  in  the  fight  against  world 
hunger. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  many  ways  it  is  able  to  accept  gifts.  New  trusts 
have  been  established  with  combined  assets  of  $650,000.  Additions  to  existing  trusts, 
providing  for  scholarships,  missions  offerings,  memorials  and  many  other  causes,  were 
more  than  $370,000.  The  audit  of  Foundation  records  for  the  year  ending  December  31 , 
1979  revealed  total  increase  of  assets  for  the  year  was  $1,018,681 .00  with  total  assets  of 
the  Foundation  being  $5,1 15,000.  This  is  exciting  when  we  remember  it  is  all  designated 
for  Kingdom  work  through  Baptist  institutions  and  causes. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Foundation  will  continue  to  emphasize  stewardship  and 
commitment.  Among  major  plans  is  the  conducting  of  several  seminars  on  estate 
planning  for  women.  The  Foundation  Staff,  its  three  consultants,  board  members  and 
legal  and  fiscal  consultants  are  available  for  leading  worship  services,  speaking  to 
special  groups  or  for  special  occasions  and  for  private  consultation  and  counsel.

CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  is  an  Institution  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  provides  a  Christian  ministry  of  child  care  and  family  services. 

During  the  past  three  years,  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the 
administrative  staff  of  the  Homes  completed  an  indepth  evaluation  of  the  Institution's 
total  program  of  services.  We  share  three  significant  statements  from  the  report. 
"The  advancement  of  this  mission  and  ministry  requires  (1)  wise  and  re- 
sourceful leadership,  (2)  a  well  trained  and  highly  skilled  staff  who  really 
care  for  children,  (3)  a  carefully  planned  program  of  child  care  and  fam- 
ily services,  (4)  appropriate  physical  facilities,  (5)  adequate  funds  and 
sound  fiscal  policy,  and  (6)  the  confidence  and  support  of  an  informed 
and  devoted  constituency." 

"At  this  time  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North  Carolina,  Incorpo- 
rated is  in  a  position  of  strength.  This  strength  comes  ultimately  from 
God  and  is  discoverable  in  the  commitment,  the  competence,  and  the 
faithful  work  of  His  people  engaged  in  this  ministry." 

"This  is  not  a  time  for  complacency  in  child  care  and  family  services  in 
North  Carolina.  It  is  a  time  for  rigorous  study,  reflective  planning,  earn- 
est prayer,  and  courageous  action." 

Progress  is  being  made  in  implementing  recommendations  from  the  Trustee 
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Evaluation  more  adequately  to  make  all  services  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  readily  available  to  people  who  need  our  help  anywhere  in  the  State. 
Nine  Family  Services  areas  are  being  designated  as  follows:  Asheville,  Charlotte, 
Thomasville,  Kinston,  Pembroke,  Raleigh,  Hickory,  Jacksonville  and  Ahoskie. 

The  lives  of  more  than  forty-five  hundred  people  were  affected  in  a  significant  way 
by  the  services  of  the  Children's  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Fifteen  hundred  of  these 
were  children  for  whom  you  helped  to  provide  care  and  related  services.  While  serving 
children  and  young  people,  work  was  being  done  with  important  adults  in  their  lives. 

Necessary  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  mission  of  the  Children's  Homes  are  "people" 
resources,  financial  resources  and  spiritual  resources.  We  are  blessed  with  all  ol  these. 
You,  along  with  many  other  friends,  assure  us  of  your  continuing  concern  for  the 
well-being  of  neglected  and  dependent  children  through  your  prayers,  through  your 
giving  and  through  various  types  of  involvement.  Members  of  our  Board  of  Trustees 
and  members  of  our  staff,  with  your  assistance,  are  dedicated  to  a  continuing  Christian 
ministry  to  children  and  members  of  their  families.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

During  the  past  year,  our  hospital  has  again  received  accreditation  for  the  maximum 
period,  two  years,  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals.  Only  about 
one-third  of  the  hospitals  in  the  nation  receive  the  full  two-year  accreditation. 

Our  hospital  is  constantly  upgrading  its  staff,  facilities  and  equipment.  In  recent 
months,  a  carbon  dioxide  surgical  laser  has  been  added.  The  laser  emits  an  invisible 
beam  of  light  which  vaporizes  tissue,  cutting  and  coagulating  at  the  same  time.  It  is 
used  now  for  delicate  surgery  of  the  larynx,  upper  respiratory  tract,  and  lung.  It  has 
potential,  also,  for  surgery  of  other  internal  organs. 

New  ultrasound  equipment  provides  improved  accuracy  in  determining  location  and 
degree  of  blocked  arteries.  The  department  of  dentistry  is  being  expanded  to  meet  an 
increasing  need  for  speciality  dental  services.  An  occupational  therapist  has  been  added 
to  the  staff  to  help  patients  recover  functional  skills  lost  through  accident  or  disease.  A 
new  instrument  has  been  acquired  for  testing  infants  with  suspected  hearing  loss. 

The  financial  counseling  section  is  now  better  prepared  to  assist  those  who  need  its 
services.  Through  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Forsyth  County  Social  Services 
Department,  social  workers  and  a  counselor  for  the  state's  Crippled  Children's 
Program  are  now  stationed  in  the  hospital  and  are  immediately  available  to  patients. 

The  staff  and  trustees  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  keep  operating  costs  as  low  as 
possible.  In  this  connection,  our  hospital  recently  became  a  charter  member  of  the  Sun 
Alliance,  an  organization  of  22  large  hospitals  in  nine  southeastern  states.  A  primary 
purpose  of  the  alliance  is  to  keep  operating  costs  (and  consequently,  patient  charges)  as 
low  as  possible  through  group  purchasing  of  capital  equipment,  the  development  and 
sharing  of  comparative  data  and  management  information,  and  possible  group 
arrangements  with  specialized  consultants. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  provide  a  pastoral  ministry  to  hospital 
patients  and  their  families,  individual  and  group  counseling  in  crisis  situations,  clinical 
pastoral  education  at  several  levels,  and  numerous  events  in  human  enrichment  and 
development.  During  the  past  year,  the  department  has  begun  a  Minister's  Care  Plan, 
in  which  the  Baptist  State  Convention  provides  financial  assistance  for  ministers 
and/or  their  families  who  seek  pastoral  counseling  through  one  of  the  department's 
regional  centers.  Also,  the  position  of  Chaplain  to  Medical  Students  has  been  elevated 
to  a  staff /faculty  position.

Construction  on  the  Focus  Building,  on  the  site  of  the  Old  Main  building  which  was 
torn  down  two  years  ago,  is  almost  complete.  Several  departments  of  the  Medical 
Center  will  be  occupying  this  building  in  the  near  future. 

The  hospital  staff  is  grateful  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  continuing 
financial  support.  During  1979,  the  hospital  received  $400,500  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  and  $357,517  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  designated 
gifts.

During  the  business  session  Rev.  Charles  Lethcoe  made  remarks  concerning  Wake

DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

The  privilege  of  getting  to  know  the  people  of  the  association  as  a  whole,  of  hearing 
all  22  pastors  preach  and  seeing  them  in  action  in  their  own  churches,  to  hear  the  choirs, 
from  Httle  children  to  adults,  to  worship  in  the  many  different  styles  of  church 
buildings,  this  is  a  rare  privilege  indeed.  And  I  covet  that  privilege  for  you,  as  you  get  to 
know  each  other  through  the  work  of  the  association. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  awareness  of  each  other,  a  reliance  on  each  other  for 
strength,  a  confidence  that  comes  from  being  a  part  of  a  big  family  of  Believers. 

My  chief  role  seems  to  be  that  of  aiding  and  abetting,  encouraging,  cheering,  rooting 
for  you.  Sharing  this  information  through  The  Leaf  is  a  joy  and  I  am  grateful  that  you 
support  the  idea  of  having  a  printed  paper  with  pictures,  newspaper  style,  in  order  to 
make  the  reading  easy. 

One  negative  point  is  that  we  are  not  self-supporting.  This  association  still  asks  the 
State  for  help  in  conducting  its  work.  I  am  confident  that  we  can  support  ourselves. 
With  22  churches,  some  of  them  with  large  memberships,  we  should  be  able  to  work  out 
our  own  way. 

During  the  past  year  some  progress  was  made  in  this  direction.  There  is  a  growing 
fellowship  in  the  Pastors  Conference,  which  meets  monthly.  This  group  made  a  special 
study  with  the  help  of  George  Shore  on  how  to  develop  the  work  into  a  **full  time" 
program. 

More  of  you  are  taking  advantage  of  the  various  types  of  training  available  at 
Ridgecrest,  at  Caraway,  in  the  efforts  of  the  State  Convention  to  place  good  clinics  a^ 
our  doorstep. 

Sixteen  of  your  officers  spent  three  days  at  Ridgecrest  together  training  for  their 
jobs.  Seventy-five  of  your  lay  leaders  spent  four  days  in  training  under  Bill  Lamb  for 
Lay  Witnessing.  Ninety-five  WMU  women  spent  an  evening  studying  methods  of 
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leadership  in  missions.  Two  hundred  of  you  came  together  for  a  VBS  Clinic.  This  kind 
of  interest  will  pay  off  in  better  work  within  our  individual  churches. 

There  is  growing  interest  in  our  young  people.  Enthusiasm  ran  high  when  the 
children  gave  their  Bible  Drill  for  the  adults  and  showed  their  skill  in  locating  the 
Scripture  passages  called  for.  Gardner  Webb  Day  is  a  highlight  of  the  year,  as  16 
churches  welcomed  young  men  to  their  pulpits  to  express  their  faith  and  share  it  with 
you.  Every  church  had  a  vacation  Bible  School.  Most  of  the  churches  have  at  least  one 
choir  for  children,  and  some  have  several.  Youth  Choirs  in  the  association  are  reaching 
out  to  each  other  and  to  churches  over  the  state. 

One  of  the  best  attended  events  each  year  is  Associational  Mission  Study,  as  the  men 
join  in  making  a  church-wide  effort  to  keep  the  people  informed. 

You  care  about  your  roots,  for  you  put  much  emphasis  on  Baptist  history  during 
the  past  year.  Mary  Norman  completed  the  writing  of  a  history  of  the  association.  You 
observed  the  Anniversary  Rally  of  the  150th  year  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

As  you  have  looked  to  the  past,  you  are  looking  also  to  the  future.  During  the  coming 
year  you  will  be  a  part  of  the  Greater  Wilkes  Crusade  with  an  area-wide  revival 
meeting.  You  will  be  a  part  of  a  World  Missions  Conference  in  April,  with  missionaries 
from  many  fields  in  your  midst  to  share. 

Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  part  of  all  of  this.  I  hope  I  may  be  counted 
Friend  by  all  of  you,  for  you  have  enriched  my  hfe  and  blessed  my  pathway.
